lead to useful rosuUs. 

Tho same opinion is held to a cw- 
tain extent In official circles hero, bi;t 
nevertheless tho British delegatea will 
bo instructed to bring up the question 
of the reduction of expenditures on 
armaments. They will broach tho 
subject immediately after'M.v Nelldorf s 
opening address. In which the chief 
Kusaian Uelegatc^wiU explain the pro- 
gramme. If the. subject Is not included 
In that • programme. Great Britain 
is taking this step not because of tho 
belief that tlie powers will agree to 
reduce their armaments, but because 
-she believes that tlio discussion will 
have a good moral effect among the 
people of tho various coiintries. Tho 
British government, thoroforc, dons not 
understand wiiy Germany .should dis- 
sent from the proposal to brlii?^ up tho 
question, as to nullify it her deleiiatos 
would simply have to vote against it. 

MUTINY OF PRISONERS 

Riga, Russia, April IS. — Thoro was .a 
serious mutiny in tho local prison to- 
day.

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j THE INCREASE IN ROYALiV. 

' There Is no breach of good faith 
with tho lumbermen in llie increase 
of the royalty on timber from CO cents 
to 75 cents. Every man" who took 
out a timber license - under tho now 
.low and every holder of timber leases 
-Imow that an Increase might bo looked 
-for at any time. Over and over 
again it has been stated In tlio news- 
papers supporting tlio government that 
such an Increase was probable. One 
Of the arguments against tho govern- 
irient at the last election wa.s tliat It 
had tied Its hands in regard to tho 
public domain by parting with so large 
an area as has recently been put un- 
der license. To this the answer was 
made that every licensee took his area 
knowing that both royalty and rental 
wore subject to increase. Thorc arc 
objections to the increase ol' rental, 
.because It might be considered as 
tantamount to a violation of tho law 
providing! for . the renewal ot the li- 
cense, aljUiougli tho government lias 
the legal right to make an increase; 
but no such claim can be made against 
an increase ''5n the royalty. The only 
question to be considered is whether 
the condition of tlie lumlior trade is 
'such as to warrant tho advance. No 
one Will contend that for the next 
twenty-one years the royalty oh tim- 
ber must remain at the same figure 
that it has stood at for the las-t quar- 
ter of a. century. Yet if It is a breach 
to Increase it now, It \vould be just 
as much a breach of faith to do so 
ten or fifteen years from now. "Wo 
do not think that it can bo sticcess- 
fuUy contended thatfthe present stat- 
us 'oit^ the lumber fnffuslfy does not 
warrant a higher royalty than was paid 
in 1SS4, and this the wliolo Question 
at Issue. AVe can understand that 
lumbermen are desirous of getting as 
low a; rate of ^i-oyalty as (possible, and 
no fault' can be found with them for 
exertihg themselves to accomplish 
that 'purpose. , Tliey may bo able to 
give reasons which will load the gov- 
ernment to alter its policy, although 
we hardly think they can do so; but 
tEey cannot make,..Jhe claim that they 
'^liavie^bteeh" treatcd 'lh bad faith.

THE.; 8WETTENHAM INCIDENT 

There seems unfortunately to bo 
very little reason to doubt that 
grave injustice was done an excellent 
public servant, .when Sir Alexander 
Swettenham, late governor of Jamai- 
ca, was rcriuired to apologize to Ad- 
miral Davis of tho United States navy 
for his letl,er written at the lime of 
tho eartliQualce. It seems that tho 
governor was notified by the Colonial 
Office that he must apologize; he re- 
plied that ho would do so, but that 
with his apology there would go for- 
ward his resignation. He was asked 
not'to resign, but insisted upon doing 
so. As tho facts have boon developed 
it appears that the letter was a priv 
ate communication between personal 
friends and was never intended to be 
published; but some ncv/spaper man 
got hold of it, and tho story being too 
good to Icoop, it was givon to tlic 
world. At first sight nearly every 
one thought that Sir Alexander had 
made a grave mistake, not so much 
because he had nocdlossly offended an 
officer of a friendly nation, but be- 
cause he had refused assistance o£ 
>yhlch the people of Kingston were In 
sore need. As a matter of fact "S.d- 
mlral Davis made a groat, allUougli 
well-intended bhmdcr. lie had no 
buslncs.'j at all to land an armed 
force, and It is said that tho United 
States government was preparing to 
apologize for his action when tho 
apology frnni tho governor arrived. 
This may not be quite accurate, for 
vrnforlunately it has for sonic time 
been impossible to accept impuuTny 
Statements which appear in tho British 
press, so bitter are they against their 
opponents, but there is no doubt tliat 
Governor Kwoltonhain wa.i v,'holly in 
the right, although ho may not have 
been very happy In his manner ot 
aslclng Admiral Davis to withdraw his 
Bailors. His mistake seems to have 
been that ho acted personally instead 
of officially, but surely this was ex- 
cusable in view of the great pressure 
upon him at the time. There Is no 
doubt that ha M-as greatly misjudged. 
Tho news came through United States 
Bources, and was received at a time 
when eyory one was wondering Just 
how severely the people of Kingston 
lird suffered. Tho Colonist among 
tho rest of tho Canadian papers 
thought ho had shown exceedingly bad 
judgment. But,, .something bettor 
might have been expected from tho 
Impsrial government, A very unpleas- 
ant feature, of the case is tlic state- 
ment madey.by Mr. Winston Churchill 
in tho Houso^'off;^ He said 

that Sir Alexander' aisked to bo re- 
tired on account of age, but this 
proves, to put It mildly, somewhat In- 
exact. Now that the whole story is 
told, It looks as iC Mr, Churchill had 
been in a very great Hurry J;o make 
a favorable impression upon the Unit- 
ed States government. , 



THE STATUS OF CANADA. 

The Outloolc, one of the prominent 
London woflclies, says that more 
Canadians share tho views of Judge 
Longley, of Noyai" Scotia, who said re- 
cently tliat the time had como for 
Canada to exist as "a separate nation, 
than care to so express lliciiisolvcs. 
AVo do not believe It. AVe are far 
from betloving that any considerable 
■number of Canadians look forward to 
(lie independence of the country. It 
Is probably true that thousands of 
people in the Dominion at<p not qulto 
satisfied with the present status of 
Canada, but they loolc for a larger 
measure of autonomy within tho 33m- 
pire and not for independence out of 
it. Tho whole drift of public senti- 
ment is in that direction, although 
no one seems to have any idea how 
what every one desires can be brought 
about. 

In most tilings Canada is now aliso- 
lutoly Independent. It is truo that 
theoretically tho Imperial Parliament 
has jurisdiction ; oyer the Dominion, 
but that jurisdiction is a good deal like 
what has boon said oC the power of 
tho sovereign to refuse to assent 
a bill passed hy Parliament — it is 
allowed to lexist, uppn the imderstand- 
Ing that It shall never be exercised 
There is not the slightest probability 
that any attempt will over bo made 
to pass a law in London to apply to 
Canada except with tho full consent 
of the Canadian people, constitution 
ally expressed through their own par 
liainont. This is an anomalous and 
wholly unprecedented state of things, 
and a century ago would have been 
considered as Impossible. The man- 
ner in which colonial independence has 
boon evolved without any su.crgcstlon 
of separation of tlio Colonies from the 
.Mother Country warrants tho belief 
tliat the problems presented by exist- 
ing conditions and the very natural 
desire oi tho Colonies for tlio fullest 
possible control over everything re- 
lating to- themselves may be worked 
out, If only Wo possess our souls In 
patience and wait until questions arise 
before we try to solve thcni. It is 
always unvviso to jump before you got 
to th© stile, and we think wo have 
observed a very groat ehdoncy to TTo 
that sort of thing among the people 
wliG di.scuss the future relations of 
tho various pans of the Empire to 
each other.

CANADA AND THE NAVY. 

The Navy League Is going to ask 

the Colonial Conference for the 
establishment of a colonial naval 
militia composed of officers and men 
engaged -In the mercantile meirine. 
This seems a very valuable sugges- 
tion and one that will be of immense- 
ly greater value to tho Empire than 
the building of a warship or two. Tho 
gicatest source of strength ^yhlch any 
nation can have Is the possession of 
trained men, and It is possible for thi' 
outlying portions of the ICmjiire t'o 
furnish these In a very considerable 
number. 

This question in one. form or'anoth. 

or has occupied the attention of tho 
Victoria branch of the Navy League, 
and it has been repeateaiy urged by 
'that body upon the attention of tho 
Dominion government. When Mr. Pre 
fontainc visited Victoria, he was In 
torvlewed on the subject ;ind ho ex 
pressed himself as very heartily in 
favor of the c.^taljlislmiont here of a 
branch of tho Naval Reserve, which 
is not very different from the pro- 
posal to be made to the Conference. 
After leaving this part of Canada, Mr, 
Prefonti'.liio ."^pokc on .several occa- 
sions in favor of such a stop, and 
tliorc Is little doubt that, if he had 
lived, ho would have by tho present 
time have boon able to adv.ance tho 
lirojcct very considoralily. -As wo un- 
derstand the matter, his successor, Mr, 
Brodeur, who has gone to London, 
with tho Premier, has also expressed 
liim.sclf as favorable to soinotiiing of 
the kind being done. Wo, are there 
foro quite hopeful that the memorial 
of the Navy League will be produc- 
tive of good results.

It would bo the means 
of keeping many people hero for a long 
period during the season of travel, and 
wo believe would bo filled all the year 
round.

The coming;; conference of colonial 
premiers- Is ^bpingJ>rieated' In; England 
with absoTute "' lAaiffererice; " accordlrig. 
to E. B. Osier, M.P.; Who roturnecl on 
Saturday from a two weeks' trip to 
Europe ajid Asia, says the Toronto 
World. ■ . . .. . ^ ^ 

Mr. Osier, whose . ■ travialfff fabroad 
were for the benefit of hl8;lt;6aUh;;;has 
come back feollnff decidedly/ better for 
his holiday. In genially discussing the 

money situation abroad, he attributed 
tiio stringency to the bounding pros 
perity of Europe. Regarding the Hue 
tuutlons In the shares of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, of which ho is a dir- 
ector, Mr. Osier had some Interesting 
remarks to maks. 

The part.v, which sailed on Jan. 19 
la.st. Included E. B. Csler and Mrs. Os- 
ier, II. D. A^'■a^rell and Mrs. "Warren 
F. G. Osier and Mrs. Oslor, and Charles 
Cockshutt. 

"There's very interest being taken 
in the conference of colonial prem- 
iers," said Mr. Osier. "The only per 
.sons who are giving any spo-lal 
thought to it apparently bolong lo the 
old imperial families, and they arc 
trying to awal:on Interest in the ap 
proaclilng event. I don't bolievo that 
the present .government has any Idea 
that anything is going to come of It 
They don't take, tlio slightest Interest 
in It. The majority of the people 1 
met, except olllclals v:]io hav,i to pro- 
fe.ss a feeling that the conference Is 
of importance, do not look for any re- 
sults whatever." 

Why Money 1^ Tight. 
"There has been an immense in- 
crease in business the woi'ld over," 
summed up Mr. Osier, in explaining 
the cause of the money tightness in 
Enro])0. "In Egj'pt, for instance, the 
whole cry Is that labor cannot bo ob- 
tained. The editolals In the news- 
papers there are full of comment on 
this particular situation. The price of 
labor has gone away up, but still the 
supply cannot at all fill the demand." 

Mr. Osier said that at the time he 
sailed liome from England there was 
a feeling In financial circles that con- 
ditions wjore tending towards easier 
money. 

' Demand For Labor. 

Speaking of Industrial conditions In 
Britain, ho said there was a great de- 
mand for skilled dabor, but for ordin- 
ary, common labor, the demand was 
almost as poor as it had over been. 

"It looks as if they wore turning 
down all work tiiat employs low wage 
labor," he remarked. Mr. Osier con 
sldered ,'that this state of 'affairs was 
duo to the removal of duties on -raw 
materials. 

• Mr. Oslor was asked about tlie 
weakness in C.P.R. stock that dovel 
oped recently In Berlin. 

"There lias been a rather severe 
money strin.gency In Germany," lie re- 
plied. "Tho Germans aro large holders 
of C.P.R. stock and of other American 
securities and It is quite possible that 
there majr 'have been a forced sale." 

Mr. Osier added that, ' In Europe, 
tho stock of tlio rallVvay wa.s practic- 
ally held as an investment purely, the 
speculative element being inconsliler- 
aMe. -A.s to the recent sharp fluctua- 
tions hi tho shares, he expUuned that, 
as there was not much of tho stock 
floating around, outsiders were at 
times able to take advantage of the 
fdtuatlon to try the effect of manipula- 
tion. 

Mr. Osier seemed to bo particularly 
struck with tlic prosperity evident in 
ICgypt. l''actni-ios and hotels on a 
m;i.gnificent scale v.'cre springing up; 
yet tho growth was not ot a mush- 
room order. Stability and progress 
were goin.-^ hand in hand.

These flourishing conditions were 
the outcome of the domination of Brit- 
ish rule. The old administration, with 
its thieving at the public expense, hav- 
ing passed, the natives, while not en- 
amored of their British rulers, did not 
want nny restoration of the old gov- 
ernment, ailliough the dispossessed 
administrators were doing all in their 
power, by establishing newspapers, to 
advocate their view.s to regain control 
of the reins of power. 

"Some of our Badlcal friends In 
I'^lngland aro sympathizing with them, 
but tile rank and file of the people are 
absolutely a.gainst tho old system,"' 
jaid Mr. Osier. 

Also in Italy. 

In Italy, there was at present an 
era of tremendous , prosperity, and 
enormous sums of money were being 
required for largo public works. 

"Tho government has taken over the 
rallroarl.s there, ami the congosfjon 
in moving passengers and freight is 
so great as to def.y comparison with 
conditions on our own railways nt tho 
times of greatest rush of traffic from 
the west," commented Mr. Osier. "The 
luisiness has Increased so tremendous- 
ly that the government is without the 
money to begin to keep pace with It 
by adding the rolling stoclf and mak- 
In.g tho extensions necessary," he con- 
tinued. "Compared with the worst' 
congestion wo have hero, wa Are| 
working our railways to absolute per- 
fection."

Tho arrangements for tho fourteenlli 
concert of the Victoria T.adle.H' "Musical 
Club W(!ro In tho hands of .Mrs. Harry 
Young, who chose ;\Iendel.ssolin as the 
composer whose productions were to 
be rendered. The conceit, which was 
given in the Institute Hall last night, 
was well attended and wa;-i a great 
success. The entertainment w;is opened 
by the reailing of a paper on the com- 
poser by Mrs. R. S. Day, wlilch was 
listened to with great Interest and 
attention by the audience. 

If one woro to ;try and'. ' give ■ the 
reason why this composer has been 



popular with three generations of 
niusiclan.'ii, it might bo dilllcult to 
select nny one feature of his, work as 
tho cause, althougli perliaps it may 
that the purity of his musical 
thou.ghts and tho simplicity of liis stylo 
are what combine to make him one of 
the greatest masters of song. Mon- 
deissohn takes a very simple themo, 
elaborates it and ornaments It, but it 
always along the line ot simplicity. 
His musical sequences are ' always 
leal, not to say obvious'.' He does 
not Jump to conclusions, but leads you 
to them. He.does not rely upon -sur- 
prises; he' never attempts the .gro; 
tesque, and whether lie Is gravo or 
gay, whether his rippling notes sot 
the blood dancing through our veins, 
or his more solemn movements fill us 
with awe, ho i^f always simple, al- 
though often at times majestic in his 
Implicity. His Songs With Words 
ire so well known tliat any comment 
upon them would be superfluous. JIlss 
Sweet rendered two ot them, "Confi- 
dence" and ":\Iornlng Bells," anrl did 
so in a manner admirably in kofjping 
with the composer's idea. Ml.'js^weet 
has rarely been heard In publlcj-^but 
those who heard, her. last 'night, will bo 
glad of the opportunity , at,, doing so 
again. 

There wore throo vocal numhors. 
Mr. Arthur Gore sang "Lord God of 
Abr.aham." and Mr. Gideon Hicks "It 
Is Enough,", from "Elijah." These two 
songs are very characteristic of the 
composer. Tlie first is grandly dcvo 
tional; tho second is subilmo In. the 
sjilrlt of resignation which It cy- 
presses. Tho words add very little 
to them. .' aBoth gentlemen were In 
oxoollont voice and fully sustained 
their reputations. Mrs. R. H. Pooloy 
sang "On "Wings of Song I Take Thee." 
It is an exquisitely simple air, -and 
Mrs. Pooloy gavff It In an, exceedlhgly 
pleasing majinci:,^ , f! 

The trio for plano, violin and 'iiollo, 
given by MIss Miles, Dr. Nash and Mr. 
Middieton, being the Andante and 
Finale from Op. 49, was admirably 
rendered and at times was given with 
much power and always in iierfect 
harmony.

That seems to me a inn.st unreasonable nr- 
i'iiii';ei'ii'ii(_iill hou.iih in (hl« iiartieular ease 
I; wiuild work out fairly well. 'I'lils pro 
rata llieory Is i|iil(e incoiislstent with thai 
principle of natural eiinlty iiiion which .Mr. 
Dnasmuir's claim Is entllled to favoraiib' 
consideration. Tim strongest re.'^ijoii that 
cnn he advanced for holding' that the cir- 
cumstances of this ease dispell^' wllh nn.v 
I'.viiress dlreclloii is tliat eoiunnm fairness 
I'l'iiulri's that .Mi'. Dunsiiiiiir'i-i nione\- eui-'ht 
lo lie applied by Mesher in slltlsfylIl^'■ Mr. 
Mnnriiniilr's debt — or rather. In safcfimird- 
hiK him from a llablllly to a lien.

concern. I think that sneli an nrranf,'e- 
ment — If deliberately entered into — would 
be Inconsistent with honesl butiliiess meth- 
ods. If there was any binding' force in tlie 
su-called agreciiieiit it must lie tiiat all 
moneys receivi'il from Duiisnniir should 'A" 
to relieve him from any IbiblUty of a Hen. 
Hut njiart from thrno reasons, there was 
no bliidliif; agreement to apply the pay- 
ments hi tliat way. It was not a contract, 
nor does it constitute an estoppel. At most 
It •was a mere expression of Intention which 
Jleslier was at liberty to refuse to carry 
out. Chadwiek v. Manning (bSnC) A. C, 
2.!1. If Lemon, (ioniiason & Co. had ad- 
vised Diiiismiiir that this arranKenient had 
been entered into and would he carried out. 
then the matter might be different, lint 
there In no suggestion ot anything of the 
kind. 

It wns argued, hut somewhnt faintly, thai 

what tool; place at an Interview held In 
the middle of .Septembei' between Lemon, 
Mcslier and Diiii.siniilr amounted to an ap- 
propriation, but it is clear that nothlnt: 
that Mrslicr coiild then do would affect 
the fiucKtlon. ,ir Mesher received tills 
money from Diinsuiuir it was Ids duty to 
apply It on Tlunsniuir's account so as to 
prevent a lien belnc tiled a;^alia-it Diins- 
mulr's property.

I can see notliliii; to su.i;;;o.st that Lemon, 
Counason A Co. were actlns In l>ad faith, 
or anvtliln'.' to make It reasonable or rliiht 
lh.it 'thev ' slioiilil make further Inquiries 
before ii'ppropriatiii;; the money as they 
iiili;;it lliliik pro|it'r. It I/s oai=y enouu'h after 
llie rveiit. and after we liave had an I'labor- 
ate presentation of the case liy counsel, 
to speenlate what pref^antlons Dunsniuir 
m!;,-ht have taken, or how JleshcT should 
have snfcgtinrdcd him, or how Lemon, Gon- 
iiason * Co. Bhould have Inquired of Mesh- 
er as to wliat appropriation he wished to 
make, but I do not think Lemon, floniiason 
* Co. wer>" boiiiid to occupy their mliide 
Willi any such cousidetalions. The law 
laid no obligation upon tlieni to mnko In- 
nulrlcs ns to the source of supply. The law 
has given theni certain rli;lits. and tliey 
have chosen fo exercise those rL'hts in tli>^ 
wnv thai jiroves most lienellclal to them. 
■I'lii' case li= one ot hardsidp on :j1r. Diiiis- 
niuir. liiil Lemon. Coiiiiation & C^o. were 
wllliln tlielr rl^dits and should he upheld. 

For these reiisons I would dismiss the 
app"al. 

Martin. .L— While I fool disposed to /if> 
cede to the defendant's contention that 
where a mlllowner who Is Supplying lumle'r 
to llie same contractor to Construct hnlld- 
IiiKs for dilTerent proprietors receives 
iiionev from the coiitrai-tor wlilcli tlie nilll- 
owiie'r knows comes "from a certain pro- 
prietor, th.ni nnd In .such case the evi- 
dence of spcclllc appropriation need not he 
so strong ns It would otherwise have to be, 
vet I do not accept the further propositimi 
thai in I'ald riircumstaneiYi tiie onus is on 
111" mill owner lo iieu'iillve such appmprla- 
llou.

Negotiations Between Carpenters and 
Employers so far Resulted in 
Nothing, 

The Iiistor.v of llio carpenters' strilcc 
in Vancouver from tlic A'ancouver 
Builders' lOxchango point of view was 
given to tho Province. The members 
of the exchange met at their rooms in 
tlic Crowe it 'Wilson block, and wliat 
they decided is sliown by the follov/- 
Ing letter, signed by Mr. S. J. Crowe, 
j)resldent: 

".Since April 1 tho carpenters of tho 
cit.v lla^•e been on stril<e. They have 
since that limo i)Ublisiied their ver- 
sion oC tlie c-uises which liave led up 
to the trnulile, v.-ith iiian.v misleading 
coninients, and also gave their reasons 
for refusing tho different oftcra made 
them by the Builders' Exchange. To 
give the public full information upon 
tho subject, I enclose copies of all 
correspondence that passed between 
this exchange and tho Hon. Rudolphe 
I,einieux, minister of labor, R. r;, Mac- 
jiherson, M.I'., and tlie etirponters' 
council. A'ou will see by the letters 
and reports of Conferences given tliat 
oil our offers have been rejected, and 
that tho carpcntcr.s' coun'^tl flatly re- 
fused arbitration In any form. 

'Our first offer was 50 cents per hour 
i In t;ike effect Jtay 1 and the reason 
1 for tiskiiig the clianKi- to take place 
I one month later than April 1 was be- 
cause many cnnlractors had worl< on 
hiind t.'ken bel'ore Jatiiiary 1 that 
could not be completed bcjforo .luly 1. 
and for this reason wished to have 
wages remain at tho old rate for an- 
other month. At the conference hold 
on April 6, We agreed to forego this 
reriuest and allow tho 60 cents per 
hour to lake effect whenever work 
started or submit the case to any kind 
of .arbitration. 

'"I'liis olT.'i- was also refused, and 
the Buililers' lOxcliaiiire luts now decid- 
ed that unless a settlement is effected 
before Monday. April 15, they wHl take 
steps to secure men and proceed with 
their work."

The majority of the new settlers are 
froni Europe, being natives of Austria, 
Hungary, Germany; Poland, Russia, 
and the Scandinavian countries. Five

Poet of "Ths Habitant" Was 
Shining Light in the Liter- 
ary World 



The late Dr. Dr.ummond, ■ whose 
death occurred at Cobalt on April 6th, 
was 'married In April 1894, to May 
jpabcl, daughter of Dr. O. C. Harvey, 
of Savanna la Mar., Jamaica. In re- 
ligion he was a Protestant. Two chil- 
dren, a boy of 10 and a girl of 3 years, 
survive. • ' " 

. ,pr. Drummonfi was, of course, well 
known throuBhout Canada, not only as 
an aiithoV but as a lover of tfie out- 
door life. The fame of his works ex- 
tended, to.' the .United States, and there 
alsp. In , the north woods, and amongst 
literary circles, the news of his serious 
Illness was received with profound re- 
gret. 

They knew him there, as he was 
Imown In Csn^da, as a physician, na- 
turalist, and woodman. 

Dr. Drummond died in a surround- 
ing peculiarly fitted to the environ 
ment ho loved, and, throu.gli his writ- 
ings, made otlior.s iovo. Ho cxijrosspd 
the very spirit of big, strong, clement

Since he came to Canada, Dr. Drum- 
mond has always lived in Montreal, 
and his three brotliors are all promi- 
nent in tho business life of that city. 
Whero Ho Was Educated. 
Dr. Drummond was educated at 
IMohili, County Leitrini, Ireland, and at 
Montreal High School, and studied 
medicine at Bishop's College, Lennox- 
vllle, graduating from therein the year 
1891. He held the chair of medical 
jurisprudence at Bishop's College. The 
noted author wa:i vice-president of tho 
Laurentip.r Club and the St. Maurico 
Club, both being well known lish and 
game associations, and was also presi- 
dent of tho Montreal Kennel Club. He 
became best known to the general pub- 
lic, however, by his contributions to 
dialect literature. 

"The Paplneau Guii" and "The Wreck 
of the Julie Plante" attained an Im- 
mense success all over Canada and the 
Uriltod States. Ho followed up tliose 
successes with "The Habitant," "Jubi- 
lee Ode" for Queen Victorla'.s diamond 
jubilee, and also wrote for Madame 
AlbanI a song, "Lo Grand Seigneur," 
which was sung by lier on one of licr 
American tours. Dr. Drummond also 
wrote some satirical English verse

His "talent undoubtedly lay In versi- 
fications in the French-Canadian pa- 
tois, at which he soon bccamo recog- 
nized at a master.

Want Songhees to Go. 
For nearly lU'ty years the wliito peo- 
ple of Vancouver Island, and for 
many years past the government of 
Canada, liave been endotivorliig to sec- 
ure tile removal of the Songliees from 
territory wlilcli lias In process of time 
become very valuable and would now 
form a liandsome addition to the res- 
idential districts of the city, as well 
us an important augmentation of Its 
liarbor facilities. . On tho whole It says 
much for the patlohce of tho whites 
and their honorable cOurso towards 
tho Indian race that the validity of the 
Indian title haS' never been questioned 
and the ruling authorities of Province 
and Dominion liavo been content to 
negotiate witli the ruling authority of 
tiie Songhces on equal terms and, liavo 
submitted to defeat in their efforts to 
remove from within the city limits a 
neighbor wiio has become extremely 
unwelcome, even disagreeable, as tlie 
numicipallty has grown In population, 
wealth and dignity. The last attempt 
to secure tho removal of tho Songliees 
was niado during the past summer by 
Jir. Kranlc Pcdiey, Superintendent of 
Indian affairs at Ottawa, and has end- 
ed, like ail preceding attempts, In fail- 
ure, unless. Indeed, tlioro is a sequel 
witli which tho public is not yet famil- 
iar, which may eventually put a new 
laco on tho situation, and there are 
some who hope for such a sequel.

Blocking Progress of City 
The people are said to bi; well be- 
haved and tlie chief objection to their 
presence so near the capital is that 
thoy block the natural growth of tho 
city, and in particular deprive It of Its 
natural harbor facilities. On the oth 
er hand, It must be remembered that 
tho Indians themselves ha've become 
In a manner Idontlfled with Victoria, 
earn In this city sufrlclent to main- 
tain themselves In their rude life, apart 
from the jiortion of their subsistence 
procured from iislilng, and are part 
and parcel of this curiously cosmopol- 
itan little city, where you may walk 
witliin tlie space of five minutes from 
the lioart of the Indian \-ill;ige into 
a densely jiopulated Chinese ciuarter, 
and again as quickly lind yourself in 
the main thoroughfare of a lively mod- 
ern city, soniewliat pronouncedly iOng- 
lish in type, as even tho abundtmco of 
pinlc cheeks and gaiters will testify, 
but showing ample evidences also of 
the keener zeal In business metliods 
of numerous Americans from the west- 
ern States and Canadians from east- 
ern Canada. The Indians are a part 
of this ml.xed community and seem 
disposed to remain so. That they are 
entitled to compensation in tho event 
of tlieir removal Is of course recog- 
nized, but what stop to talce when 
compensation is refused and tho red 
men remain simpi.v passive is tlie 
quandary in wlilch the white race now 
llnds itself.

Vest Webber, a loiigshoreinaii 
of Seattle, for money, cimc w.'st to 
sei» if the Keattlo man was reall>- bis 
bridber. ftii arriving hero the man 
who bad asl-ioil for assl.slaneo was 
piiintcfl (lilt, but the man ileclared th;it 
the loiigsliorcnian was not his l;>rot|ior 
and immediately liad him arrested as 
an imiKister. After returning lo 
I'ennsylvimla be was again called we.st 
to 1)0 a wltiii>ss in tlie case. Not- 
wltlir.tandiiig the denial of .lohann that 
lit: was Ills brotlier, Yost deel.arcd tli.at 
he was a lost brother whom lie h.id 
not .seen sinei! leaving Germany for a 
soaftiring life years ago. United 
States Coramlsslpnor Kiefer, befmo 
whom the- case was tried, hit upon a 
plan of having the brothers 
ntpiy, v.'ritG their cousin's names, iloth 
did this, and they tallied. Otlier 
tests were made, including "a recall 
of the longshoreman's class at hi., con- 
firmation. When It became plain to 
both that they wero lirotliers an af- 
fecting scene followed, and bo*h men 
left the court arm In arm after the 
judge had dismissed the case: 




viijitors to tho reserve. On crossing 
tlio bridge wo . weru iadvised lirst to 
glance at a group of.ilndians living al- 
most under the bridge and in tlie an- 
gle of tho reserve and tlie waterfront. 
Tlioro were ten or a dozen huts and 
teiita clustered here, in each of which 
lived at least one family of Indians 
They v.ore nut Songliees, but simply 
on a visit more or less prolonged to 
the Songhee reserve, during which 
they ,w6rk, chiefly at flshlng. or Idle 
around the city. Viewed at long dis- 
tance, tlie demonstration of tlie sim- 
ple life afforiled by tlie.se Indians from 
coast may have conttiined an ele- 
ment of tlie iilcturesque, but at 
close (luarters it was about its evil and 
squalid a spectacle as can be imagin- 
ed. A niea.gre lire of wood burned 
in the centre of the iiiit into whicli we 
looked, shivering over wliicli, for tlic 
weather was raw and the ground damp 
wore two toothless anil hideous crones 
wlio grinned unsiieaktibly at the in- 
trader.s. One of tliciu shortly resum- 
ed a iiieal that had lieeu Interrupted, 
and iji-oeeeded to feed herself by 
moans of a seaahell from tin uiipleas- 
unt-looking watery moss contained In 
a wooden vessel roughly hollowed from 
a tree trunk. These were children of 
naluro with a vengeance, and tho 
odors ar^a the sights wore offensive 
to tho last degree. One' hut wag a 
samiile of tho rest. Jlost of the men 
v.'ore away, but one heard their voices 
in some of tiie huts raised in laughter 
at tile exclamations of the visitors, :uid 
at tho efforts of the women to coax 
money from tbeiii. due elderly woman 
whOKc btire' feet on the frosty ground 
excited tlie pity of a lady in tho party, 
began immediately to moan plteously 
over her hardships, and begged for 
money to bu.'- sbnes. tliougli she had 
not pi'f'bably ielt the need of them un- 
til her aitentiou liad been drawn t' 
tho matter. That apparently was tb 
view I least of her busb.ind and sons 
or iieij-bbors, wlio could bo heard 
v.ithiii eliuckling uproariously at the 
l)iteoiii5 tale she endeavored to tell in 
the half dozen words of English slie 
know, and in which "no money" and 
'no boots" constantly recurred. 

Hov.' tho Songhess Live 
The Soii(;liees are considerably 
higlicr ill tb..' siale of eiviiization than 
tlieir fri( lids from me coast. Some of 
them have (piite neat and substantial 
cottages decently furnished, but the 
majority live in groups of famlllos 
more or less related, and are housed 
in largo wooden buildings, not better 
than an ordinary stable, but free at 
least from the foulness of tho huts on 
tho beach. One aged woman in tho 
first house wo visited was Industri- 
ously engaged at a primitivo frame in 
weaving coarse Idankets from goats' 
wool, and showed us a pile of such 
jirodiicts from the efforts of !ier selfj 
iind sisters. A lire burned on the mud 
floor In the centre of the building, .and 
the wind lilew tbrongh wide chink 
IlK! walls, in another of llioso dwelling 
boiisi-s the \'url<>'.iH families v.-ore gatli- 
erod, mon .and wom^n in .social emi- 
versation, a, large ptirt of wblcli was 
evidently devoted to the well-being of 
a. tliroe-weeks-old jiappose, whoso tiny 
brown liody lay in the centre of the 
group, sw.addleil Indian faslilon and 
str.'iiiped to a flat board. The two gen- 
erations spent by the Songhees Inclose 
proximity to the white man have not 
greatly changed tlicir domestic cus- 
toms. 

A Chat With tho Chief 
Chief Cooper of tlio reserve iias .a 
comfortable (dght or ton roomed liousc 
of nindern tyjie, and farms five jicros 
of land. lio lias a good stalile, a 
couple of horses, and several fine 
cattle, and, op tho whole, seems very 
comfortably off. He was hitching up 
his ,hdrso to • drive over to Soanlcli 
when- wo called, , but his ~: stepson, a 
bright-looking youth' of twenty toolc uB 



in the public interest, but tho govern- 
ment would be slow to make sucii a 
precedent. It is on the word of tlie 
representative of tlie sovereign of the 
empire that the Indians rest their title, 
and this word will not bo cancelled by 
the Dominion parliament until it is 
certain that nothing Bhort of sxpul.siuu 
will remove tho Songhces from tliis 
choice bit of land.

MtTIERS OF GREAT IMPORTANCE 



Debate on..'Budget — The Government's 
Policy - pn J ron Ore Treatment — 
Measures Yet on List 



Tho first .session of the eleventh par- 
liament of Britlsli Columbia is near- 
Inpr a conclusion. T^e past week haa 
been nn eventful ono, and tho present 
one Dromi.scs to bo just as busy, al- 
thought, perhaps, it will not witness 
the tran.sactioii of business of equal 
Impoitanco. The debate on Finance 
J,IiniHter Tatlow's budget address, the 
unnouncement by Premier McBrlde of 
the attitude to be assumed by the gov- 
ernment in connection with) the- Iron 
ore Industry of the province, the de- 
parture of tho premier for London on 
a mission which will form an epoch 
in the history of British Columbia, 
find the formation of the IcElslatlvo 
assembly into a committee of the 
Whole for tho consideration of the es- 
timates in detail, were tho matters of 
groatest concern before tho i-Iouse 
during the last few days. Only a 
glance at tho list is nocesso.ry to forco 
one to the conclusion that the week 
haa marked a record in the progress 
achieved. 

May Prorogue This Week 

So remarkable has been the ad- 
vance that the rumors heard in tho 
corridors to the effect that all issues,! 
whether of minor or of great imnnr- 
tance, will have been di.sposod of be- 
fore the conclusion of the present week 
appears to be substantially corrobo- 
rated. It is, thoroforc, not at all un- 
likely that tho government will be In a 
poslUon to announce prorogation with- 
in tho period mentioned. This esti- 
mate is based entirely on the suppo- 
sition that evening sessions are hold 
regularly, starting on Monday. Even 
then the conclusion could not be 
reached, and all matters satisfactorily 
handled, unless tho administration was 
in a position to deal with everything 
without delay and no obstruction was 
met with in the passage of legisla- 
tion. So, under the circumstances, it 
would be more roasonablo to believe 
that tho house will bo continued In 
session, at least, until the beginning 
of next week. If the anxiety which is 
being ilLsplayed by meml)ers on both 
sides to linisli as (luickly as is feasi- 
ble, and tho way in v.-hich business 
lias been polished off during tho past 
few davs may be accepted as a cri- 
terior, there is no doubt Uiat tho doors 
of the legislature will be closed for 
anotlK.'r xf.ir b(!fore tlio lapse of a fort- 
night, 'i'hls is a prediction which all 
tho indications bear out. 

Last Week's Debate 

The debati' on tlie l)U<lK<^t address 
occuiiled several days. It started jire- 
vious to the dcnarture of T'reinier AIc- 
nridf, and it wa.s ('Ven hoped tliat it 
miglil ha\-.' bi'cii eonipleted before the 
liisl minister iouikI it necessary to 
lea\-e. Hut tlie discussion was unus- 
uallv exti nded. It was remarltable bo- 
caii.se of the fact that every member on 
the oi)position benches delivered ad- 
dresses either on the amendment sub- 
mitted by John Oliver, tho stalwart 
Liberal from Delta, or that laid bo- 
fore tho assembly by .T. A. Macdonald, 
the leader of tho opposlUon party. 
Those who previou.sly had appeared 
most backward in giving expression to 
their opinions on tlie door took eour- 
a!;e on this occasion and burst forth 
• itdo ol•ator^■. I'.otli of the rt.'presen- 
t.itlves from ('.-irllioo were heard from, 
the iiieiiilier for Slceena delivered a 
HpiKM'h of ."onii- ii'iiglli, consisting of 
an eulogy of his district and a plea 
li,r a Hiiti'.ri- appropriation for the 
carrying out of public ^v(ni^s. 

Lillooet's Represoptativo 

But perliaps tlio most nntalile ad- 
dress from tlio oijposilloii was lliat of 
MeiiilK.'r ICagleson, of Lliiooet. Al- 
thougli ni'Wly elected, he has achieved 
marlti'd ijoinilarlly among tlie adiier- 
ents of tlie resiK.'ctlve parlies. It was 
thoiiglit, however, lliat his naturally 
bashful (Ilsiiositlon would jireveiit lilin 
from taking part in tills most Impor- 
tant debate, liiit :\lr. I'lagleaon sprang 
a surprise on the liouso on Thursday 
nftornoon, when ho boldly arose and 
addressed himself to "Mr. Speaker." 
Then followed an address which, while 
it did not sparkle with brilliant epi- 
grams' or flowery (lights of oratory, 
was still cxceodlrigly interesting be- 
cause of its conversational tone and 
tho straightforwardness of its deliv- 
ery. Mr. ICagleson after spending some 
time in dilating on tho needs of his dis- 
trict — taking a cuo from his dlssatls- 
flcd confreres In that respect — spoke 



of the nccessUy of some amendments 
to the ("iamo act. Ho told of tho big 
game of his district and intorestlnsly 
narrated stories of the slaughter of 
tho mountain .sheep by tho Indians 
when they wore driven from tho moun- 
tain tops by the winter snows. Tho 
continuance of this ho said, could bo 
prc'vonted by changing tho dates of 
tho open and close season for that va- 
riety of game. And ho mentioned an- 
other source of danger to tho mountain 
sheop, namely the Golden Eagle. That 
bird, ho stated, nested where the sheep 
were In the habit of breeding and the 
parent eagles found it very convenient 
to make use of the lambs In bring- 
ing up their brood. Ho strongly urged 
that a bounty be placed on the Golden 
Eagle. He concluded with a criticism 
of the conduct of the Seton I-ako 
hatchery. Altogether Mr. Eagleson's 
"maldon address" n^ust be termed "a 
marked success,". . 

A - Weak Criticism . 

It was Qxpeoted that ..Mi Macdon- 
ald, the loader of the opposltion, would 
close the debate as far. as his side of 
tho house Is, qoncerned with a vigor- 
ous attack on tho government. Those 
who looked forward to "fireworks" on 
this account were disappointed. His 
remarks wore brief and, for tho most 
part were made up by a plea for 
"better terms" for Hossland city. He 
practically acknowledged that tlie 
supplementary estimates which had 
boon brought down, and which showed 
thai llie administration had been 
fin-ced to expend a jiortiou of tho $800 
000 surplus on works of necessity, were 
warranted. While objecting to tho 
priiici])l() of voting public funds by 
means of order-ln-councll, he agreeil 
that la some cases it was Imperative 
tliat such a course .should bo pursued 
and, enumerating two of the expen- 
ditures which had been made by tho 
administration, namely, that for the 
entertainment of tho governor general 
and that for tho Improvement of cer- 
tain lands at Point Grey for tlie pur- 
pose of accentuating their value, he af- 
nnned that doulitless tliey had lieen 
necessary ouil.iys wliicli could not have 
boon anticipated. His criticism 
therefore consisted wholly in the state- 
ment that ho objected to the princi- 
ple of order-in-council government. 
A Brilliant Conclusion 

In an address which held tho at- 
tention of members for over two 
hours "\V. .T. nowsiM', the tlrst member 
for Vancouver, brouglit the deliate to 
a brlliiaut conclusion. Ho dealt in 
scathing sarcasm, in line humor and 
also presented facts in a guise so clear 
that tluty were forced liome to every 
Olio wltliin earshot. He summed uj) 
the addresses from members of thi' 
oppositioii as dealing entirely with 
roads and bridges and not witli an\' 
of tho big ciuestlons for tho advance- 
ment of tho development of Britlsii 
Columbia with which the government 
was grappling. Hastily but wittily he 
recounted the events of the recent 
campaign, referring to tho bitter dis- 
appointment of the Liiberals when they 
found they had but eleven or twelve 
of tho predicted twenty-three seats 
with which to return to the legisla- 
tive assembly, and graphically }dctur- 
ing tlio stoical leader of tho ojijiosi- 
tion Hiturriing to his "sanctum san<'- 
toruiii" after dol'eat, casting himsi^lf 
forlornly in his large .arm chair, and 
murnuiring .a nioiirnfiil soliloquy in the 
abandonment fif his grief. He tooli ii]) 
the iinestimi of tin! e.xpc-nditure by tin' 
governnieiit of a portion of tlie sur- 
plus .-ind .iiulinod the differ.'Ut items, 
sliowi.ig tli.at the Ii(H'e.ssit>' was urgi'iit 
and tliat therefore members of tho ad- 
ministration had ijoen fully warranted 
in spending it by means of special 
warrant. Speaking of tho criticism of 
the leader of tho opposition he showed 
that U amounted to nothing because 
It was clearly not the intention of 
those In power to make a principle of 
governing the country by means of 
ordor-ln-councll, as was Inferred. 
Unwarranted Attacks 

Mr. Bowser took vip in his own em- 
phatic and forceful manner the att.acks 
made by members of tho opposition on 
Fisheries CommiBslonor Babcock. lie 
told of the record which that gentle- 
man had made for himself on the line 
liidle.ilod 111 California. He conclu- 
sively proved that his work In Brit- 
ish Columbia had been productive of 
much good to the salmon fishing in- 
dustry and by (luoting a letter from 
the lute minister of marine ami llsli- 
erles at Ottawa Ik; showed tliat the 
Dominion go\'ernment had reposed uii- 
qiuilllled coiitideiice hi the judgment of 
the very man wliom llie iirovinelal 
liiberal party (ii}]i;i rently -were so de- 
sirlouB of having dismissed. T.aking up 
tlie fiiiestion of immigration he made 
a vigorous defence of llie policy of 
llio government in that regard, and 
concluding, painted a picture of tho In- 
consistency of the Liberal party in Its 
pronounced aversion to "an alliance 
with tho enemies , of tho constitution' 
and Its attitude In working "in ca- 
hoots" with the Socialists tviroughout 
the present session. His address was 
ilnterapersed with eutliuslastio ap- 
ptatiao. 

Heated Repartee 

Until Friday tho present session oC 
parlliunont had boon free from all an- 
gry exchanges between members on 
tho door of tho hou.so. On the after- 
noon of tho day mentioned, liowovor, 
some very heated repartee took place 
between Mr. Macdonald and Mr. Shat- 
ford, ' tlie member for SimUkamoen. 



Thl.s was the outcome of an assertion 
made by the l.-uter at a previous sit- 
ting to the effect that .Mr. Jlacdonald 
had, (luring llio campaign, circulated 
a story of Ins having obtained a pair, 
at a iirevions session in order to escape 
a vote on tho Columbian & Western 
bill. Jlr. Macdonald acknowledged the 
truth of the charged, assorted that Mr. 
Shatford had come to him and asked 
him for a pair at the time speclfled 
and for tho purpose indicated, on the 
ground that ho had to leave to attend 
his father, who was 111 In California. 
He inferred that the representation 
had not been authentic, and went on to 
refer to ,Mr. Shatford In a bittlngly 
sarcastic manner. Mr. Shatford re- 
plied in kind and ended uji by say- 
ing that ho was not afraid to tneet Mr. 
Macdonald "inside tlio house or out," 
whereat ho was called to order. This 
is the llr.st sliarp exchange wdiich has 
occurretl since Speaker Kberts has oc- 
cuiiled the position of jiresiding offi- 
cer of the assembly. He dealt with 
the situation In a masterly way. 
Iron Exploitation. 
The announcement by rremler Mc- 
Bride of the contemplateil policy of 
tho administrtuican in regard to the 
iron oro Industry has aroused general 
comm('nt. Ken- the most part tlio 
movo is favored, in fact there arc few 
to bo found who contend tliat It will 
in any way interfere with tho devel- 
opment of that particular resource. 
The consensus of opinion Is that iog- 
islatlon of the kind proposed is oppor- 
tune, that It will have tho same effect 
as that which practically prohibits tho 
ex-port of the timber of tho province 
in unmanufaotureil., form,, and that 
nothing bettor could have been done 
to preserve for British Columbia tho 
natural wealth she possesses, and 
which is tlie heritage of those residing 
hero. Outside capital having been 
given confidence in tho province, as 
a result of the sound, eonsi.stent policy 
of tlie present government, it is bo- 
lii-ved that tlie proiiosal will- not deter 
those wishing to exploit the iron ore 
deposits from didug so to th.o fullest 
possible extent. The only difference 
will bo that Instead of taking the min- 
.■ral to the other side; of the lino, plants 
will be cslablished In British Colum- 
bia for the r(!flnement of the ore. It 
is unnecessary to point out the ad- 
vantage which may be expected to ac- 
crue from this. Tho mere building 
of factories and Installing of maohln- 
'uy will entail largo expenditures, 
while tho men employed, whether they 
be taken from among local residents 
or brought from the United States, 
will ns a result of their presence, bo 
another material source of revenue to 
the state. .All points 'con.'-aiercd, It 
Is gi'iierally ilinuglit tlial the policy 
mil iiida ted by tlie go\-erninent is one 
in the best interests of British Colum- 
iiia. 

Acting Premier Tatlow, 

The departure of rremler McBrlde 
has not interi'fered with the business 
of the legislature. lie left all ses- 
sional affairs in "apple jiie" order, and 
eoiisetpieutly there has lieiui no dlffi- 
ciilty exiierieiiced in dealing with the 
various Issues, with the exeeplion, of 
course, of the opposition, wliieli is al 
ways expected from the left .side of the 
house. I'Mnanco Minister TaUow^ Is 
acting In the capacity oC first mfnls- 
ler, and Is performing tho duties thus 
Imposed fin him In a. caDablo manner. 
Premier McBride's Mission. 

The aniiouiu:i;ment in anollier col- 
umn of the anival of .Sir ^\■ilrrid 
l>aurier in tlie old eouiilry lning.s linme 
the mission on which Premier .Midirhle 
is Ijent, namely, llio presontaliou of 
British Columbia's claims to bettor 
terms for tho consideration of tho 
imperial authorities. The allegation 
has been made that the primo minister 
of this province will be unabje to ob- 
tain a hearing on reaching his dcstin 
atlon. The idea, however. Is without 
foundation; those ac(iualnted willi tho 
procedure pointing out tliat when Sir 
Wilfrid r.jiLiirlcr makes application for 
certain changes In the Britlsli iVorth 
America act It will be perfeclly in or- 
der for Premier McHrlde to step for- 
ward, and outline the case ui' llr.'tlsli 
(..'oliimbia for special Irealment in his 
in;itlor of federal sulisidies, object to 
changes which tlio blominion goeei'n 
inont projioses. In so far tis this section 
of the Caiiadiun confederation Is con- 
cerned. 

Tlio Fisheries Bill. 
At l''rlday evening's session a bill 
which, though Inlet, is of vital iiiiiierl, 
came before the ji rov liieial legislatui 
It was the I'isheries bill, and |irovi(li 
for the anieadnieiit of the British Cid- 
iniibia l''islieric-s act, J!ll)l. A tt(n-ne.\'- 
(leueral l''ulLon Introduced it on Us 
secrind reading and explained that it 
Iiroviiled for the altOl'aUDn of the or- 
iginal measure .so that it might bo 
made consistent with existing condi- 
tions, thereby making It possible for 
tho govornmont to declare it law by 
proclamation as soon as may bo 
deemed expedient. When this meas- 
nro is made law and the government 
haa stated that such Is Us Intention, 
|U. will mean the nssiutlon of iirovln- 
Iclal control of the flslicu-|eM. A clash 
with the feder.'il aulhornies is antici- 
pated, but tlie government does not 
propose to allow the jiresiuit to Inter- 
fere with wdiat Is .lustly considered 
within tho province of lUltlsh Colum- 
bia. 

Other QucGtions. 
There are several questions of ijon- 
oral interest which have yet to bo sub- 
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In 1908 flowers knd vegetables grown 
from Sutton's Seeds, obtained more 
first jirizos than any other ten seed 
houses put together; ono exhibitor 
alone has obtained S7 prizes in tliroo 
years from peas gfrown from Sutton's 
Seeds.

Municipal Bill. 

PcprosentatlvQs of Victoria In tho 
provincial legislature and members ot 



the city council were looking forward 
Inst week to tlio introduction of a 
measure providing for tho conl'crrlng 
on the local aldermanlc body ir.oro 
power In certain directions. , But they 
were doomed to disappointment. This 
measure lias had, what might be 
termed "a checkered career"; tho Vi- 
cissitudes which so far have marked 
its existence have been v.nrled and 
wonderful.

on the niuniclpal conimittet! Inst we<'k 
for tho purpose of objecting to its 
passage. It wna clalmi'd that it went 
too far, and in mieratlon would have 
a detrlmontnl ciicct on liiloroslH o£ 
Importance to tho community. 

Tho Lord's Day Act. 
Another (piostlon o\'er which Ihere 
I.S much discusshm throughout ISrillsh 
Columbia, and among tho representa- 
tives of tho people In tho corrldnrc 
of the legislative assembly, is the ac- 



tion which will bo taken by the pro- 
vincial government In respotrt" to tho 
Lord's Day act. This metier Is still 
In abeyance, which means that tho 
executive council has not yet arrived 
at a deolsloii as to the enforcement ol 
the enactment In this section of Can- 
ada. As has boon stated, largely 
signed petitions have been received 
from almost all parts of the iirovince, 
some of which solicit the adoption of 
the measure and its slringenl opera- 
tion ami otiii-'rs reiiuesting the opjios- 
Ite.

Pelliam's broniccd face red, a phrase 
that meant dire trouble througliout 
Western Canada in tho early days, and 
before the revolver ■ that always lay 
conveniently placed on tho lower shelf 
of a Calgary shack a quarter of a cen- 
tury figo, could be seized, the English- 
man's lingers had tho fat throat of th.o 
whiskey seller in their vise-liko grip 
and liad torn him over tho bar. 

When the wliijkcy seller was disen- 
tangled ten minutes later from the 
furniture, tlic demoralized bar and the 
smashed mirror and bottles which his 
body had been used as a flail to thresh 
into a chaotic condition, he was insen- 
sible, and Pelham was arrested. 

"I must censure you .^for';thc Illegal 
manner of your procedure;'' said Col. 
Herchmor, grimly. In the oi'derly room 
that afternoon, "and will fine you one 
day's paj- — and, by the way, as you 
have put the worst whiskey dive in 
Calgari' permanently out of business 
by your thorough grasp of the situ.a- 
tion at tho right moment, I will pro- 
mote you to the rank of corporal."

stripes.

Jlolbourne, April R.— Kfforts are be-

to build its own battleships. Bight 
coastal destroyers and four flrst-class 
torpedo boats are now projected at a 
cost of $3,400,000, and while ono vessel 
of each class will be built in England 
it Is hoped that the remainder may bo 
constructed in Australia itself. 

In a memorandum to shliibulldors In 
tlio Commonwealth on tin- subject tho 
Acting AliiilstrT for Del'once, says: 
'"I'lie jiroiiosals are designed to attain 
a measuri' of self dependence In tiio 
provision of war vessels. Briefly tin;

Tlie price Is 
a sulilciont ono (in Kngland) to en- 
sure large profits to bulld(.'rs. What Is 
there to prevent Australian builders. 
With the advantage of iiosltlon, and 
of policy desired by the government 
from supplying these vbssels? 



Bloose Jaw, Sask., April 7. — The 
Groat Northern is entering .Saskatclie- 
wan uudcr the corporation name of 
tile Saskatcliewan Central Railway Co. 
So much was gleaned last wcelv from 
ii.t agent before the Private lilils and 
Railway committee of tho legislature. 
J. T. Sheppard, M.P.P. for Moose Jaw 
district, had charge of tho Central Co's 
bill, which was. desired to bo slightly 
amended. T. C. Norris, M.P.P. for 
Lansdovvna In tho; Manitoba legislature 
and 'who purchased the right of way 
for the Great Northern in Manitoba 
ai.Ko appeared on behalf of tho bill, 
and, in fact, gavo out tho infeido infor- 
mation. 

iMr. Norris said tliat the t,:entral Sas- 
kiitchewan was a continuation of the 
Hill road westward from tlio bouiidai'y 
of Manitoba. He submitted a survey 
showing the route, wiiich runs llirougli 
the soutliern part of the Cannington 
district, crosses the .Soo L,iiie, and 
proceeds through Willow Jiuncli to Al- 
berta. Tho main line will thus be 
south of Moose Jaw, but lines will Ije 
run northward at intervals, it being 
tho intention to tap the rich Goose 
Lake lands. While particulars were; 
not divulged to any great extent, .Mr. 
Norris said that connection would Ije 
made with Moose Jaw, also Regiiia, 
Indian Head, WoLseley and other 
places. Worlc on the brancli lines is 
to be commenced within live years or 
tho charters wiU laiise.

Tlieso decis- 
ions eiiabied the Norddeutsclier l^loyd 
vessels, apart from the advantage they 
gained by making Bremen their head- 
quarters, to "tap," very effectively, 
Northern and Central Europe and at 
tho same tiiiie Americans v.'cre about 
to vi.sit I'aris or the Soutli of i'^rancc 
thi'y were given the choice of a con- 
venient continental port, wliilo by put- 
ting into SouUiampton tlie German 
boats served also tho British Isles. 
This effort to centrallzo Transatlan- 
tic trafllc in Europe was an entirely 
new idea, and Us success is attested 
by tlie announcement that tlio AViiite 
Star Is about to make Soiilliampton 
instead of laverpool tho headquarters 
of their express steamers. It is be- 
lieved liere tliat tlio Cunard company 
will adopt the same course. In any 
casd tho traveling public stands to 
gain by this Incronaod competition in 
competition in ocean communication — 
this centralization of oxpres.-? services 
■ — liotween tho old world and the new 
since travel;'rs friuii all parts of Ku- 
ropo and from the American coulI- 
nent will have greater freedom of 
choice in making their arrangements.

STRIKE IS PHENOMENAL j 

V\/ostmount Group In Slocan District 
Uncovers Some Very Rich Ore 

In a district In tho Slocan country, 
where so far, no ricli strikes havo been 
made, F. S. Griinth ot Slocan city, has 
mado a discovery which is unprece- 
dented, says the Nelson News. He has 
ore, assayed here, which runs over 
2000 ounces in silver besides its lead 
and zinc values, 

Tho property Is the "Wostmount 
group which is situated on Ten Mllo 
<reek about ono nillo and a half above 
Slocan lake. There aro no other prop- 
erties of note in tho Immodiato vlcIn-« 
ity with tlie exception of tho Enter- 
prise. Associated in tlio ownership of 
the iiroperty aro Mr. GrKlith and also 
r. AV. Kills of Toronto, tho well known 
jeweller. JOIeven years ago ore was 
dlsro\-ered in ;in outcroiJiiiiig on tlio 
groniKl covered hy tlu^ A\'e.=jl mount; 
groui), some cif \vlilch gavo fairly high 
values. Some .siiiiaco work lower 
down tho hillsldo showed tlio Icdgo to 
bo apparently permanent. It varied 
from eight feet to fifteen inches in 
width. But there was little use in 
such a discovery unless It could be 
slio\vn to be existent at depth. There- 
fore, after having guagcd the dip and 
strike of tho ore by work on the upper 
levels, Iilr. Grillith procoodod to locate 
the ore nt depth by driving a tunnel 
to crosscut tho vein at a depth of 500 
feet. Jt was a largo undertaking as 
the crnssciit liad to bo driven a dis- 
tance of ot over a tliousand feet. 

Now the faith of tlie owners in tho 
liroiiortj-, after 11 years work, has been 
Justified. Tlie tunnel, driven to a dis- 
taneo of 1100 feet from tho jiortai, lias 
been conipleled and tlio vein was found 
some tiiiio since.llowovor, it was struck 
at a loan spot. Nothing daunted tlio 
management drove on, following up tlio 
drift for a distance of about 30 feet 
when the ore, which was runnlng,al>out 
50 ounces in silver with ibthdrj^values 
suddenly changed Into a richer f6rr,ia- 
tlon. Eight and a half tons have ' so 
far been extracted nnd assays from 
this taken from five different places 
run from :!00 to 2000 ounces In sliver. 
It is tlie Intention of llio owners to 
ship at once tho ore whicli they havo 
recovered and to proceed Iininedliitol,v 
wdth tho proper dovolopment of what 
has now proved to bo a valuable prop- 
erty. ,

— The studonts of 
the University of Tonmto .\^esterilay 
aftc^riKioa more tiran atoned for any 
lack of warmth in the recejition to 
Right Hon. .James Bryce, Hritisli am- 
bassador to the United .States, on his 
.■irri\-al in the city. The atmosphere of 
Wycliffe Convocation hall was very 
iniieh In contrast to that of the Union 
depot on 'I'uesday night, and jNlr 
liryco apparently appreciated it as 
being more Indicative of tho real feel- 
ing of tho citizens towards him. He 
d( livered an address full of kindly 
philosophy, advising tho students to 
seek after the higher pleasures in life 
by seeking an early acquaintance with 
Ihe writers of good literature. Mr. 
Pryco whoso reception wiis of an oven 
more cordial nature, and who deliver- 
ed a short speech of an humorous na 
tiiro 
ence. 

Prof. Alfred Baker introduced tlic 
ambassador in tlio unavoidable ah 
sence of i'resldi'nt Iftitton and Vice 
President AVrlght. I\Ir. Bryce o]ioned 
h\- referring to tho grotit change in 
education since he luid been at O.xford 
50 y<>ars ago. Then the study of class- 
ics was siiiirenie, as almost all tlic 
students were intended fin- tlio learned 
professions. Things h.ad completely 
changed since then, however, and na- 
liiral science was now mlstross of the 
situation. Tho present predominance 
of sclonco, howovor, was as great a 
mistake m tho exclusion of all but tlic 
classics had fornierly been. 

Science is Now King. 

In Canada tho function of science 
was e.M'eptionally large, as was m'ccs- 
sarily the case in the de\^elnpnient of 
a now country. In tho modern world 
of business science wa.s king and oviiry 
country must press the stiid.y of 
science to hold its own. He meant no 
ilis|iaragiiient of tlie liiiportiiiit. jilace 
It must hold In developing the mind 
and Htliiiiilaling tho fttcultics, but tlio 
danger was In this predominance. Mn- 
ti rial jiregress was a great thing, but 
Ihcrti was a grc-Eit deal In life outside 
of I)i,islnc3s. Universities should pre- 
pare men for all thoy have to do In 
llfi>. but should al.<!0 do much more. 
Plfi' Included tho cultivation of till the 
faculties of man, moral and Intellectu- 
al, .'ind oa'o of its iiiirposes Is to form 
tlu> priwer of en.lo.^'iiK'nl. Men found 
pli'iisiire ill biisin"S.j, compel i l ion, suc- 
ci'SM and in jdiysical i-.\ei'cl.' c, which 
lie trusted had not been carrieil to an 
inordinate degree hero as In lOngland. 
r.ut there were .also the pleasures of 
the mind, of lunnvledge, tlnnight and 
imaginallen. 'J'ho tdilid' ob.(ei;t of hu- 
man intcrc.'it WJis men and whiit they 
hin'c iirocurcd in lltoraturo, history, 
philosophy, art .^and .poetry. Kduca- 
tlon lost jts.most borieflelal features If 
it did not teach '.istudents; , to onjoy 
these. i ' ■ 

l:4lgher Pleasures in Life 

"Do : not allow your devotion to 
science,' ho said, "tho pursuit of 
wealth, tho passion for success, to dis- 
tract you from' tho highest and best 
pleasures of life to bo found in com- 
muning with nature and enjoying what 



tho .greatest minds have written about 
her." To learn to eiijfi.y Intellectual 
jilensiiros was a function that a uni- 
versity odiication should give. All 
could learn to appreciate English lit- 
erature, the linost of the modern world 
and if a little Gorman or Italian could 
bo added, tho pleasure would bo in- 
creased. Tho taste must bo acquired 
at the university and not left to later 
life. Tho teacher could do nothing 
better than to Instil a lovo of litera- 
ture. This did not mean acquiring the 
"reading habit," which was one of the 
most Intellectually demoralizing things 
even known, as there was nothing 
wor.^e for tho mind than ".skimming" 
newspapers and novels. What wag 
needed was reading with thought. 

"Wc in England look to Canada to 
give us a new literature,' said Mr. 
I'.ryce. "In this new countr.v you 
should bo tiblo to produce .soniothlng 
unlike tho old world with all the ad- 
vantage of old world tnulltions. Such 
a new lltoraturo will arlso In congenial 
soli which is constituted In a hirgo 
number of persona In a coniinunity 
capable of appreciating great art. It 
is for you to prepare the soil. Tho 
best thine a man does for himself be 
does for others. It will be for your 
happiness to remember how much 
th(u-e Is In life besides success, hOW 
iminy i)ieasures there aro that money 
cannot buy." 

Dr. Coldwin Smith, who was vocifor- 
ousl\' .•ipplauded, gave his a.dmlror.'S 
an Inter.'sting talk. lie advised stu- 
dents not to ovenvork, an he attribut- 
ed his longevlt.v to the short hour.s ho 
put In at schoid. Tlio human mind, 
however, lie said was not liUo a ]iot 
into whk'h anything could bo poured. 
It must have rocoiitlvity or It could 
not digest what It received. In regard 
to athletics, thoy h.ad gone beyond all 
limits.

lers iis the Alaska a.w.iril. The Eng- 
lish government has never failed In 
Us duty to Canada. It lia;i done its 
bl•^:t on every occasion. P' wo had 
been iiushud to the exlremitle.s of war, 
L probably ,\y3uld have had a Yankee 
coiohol sUtlnfi '111 my drawing room 
with his nbbls on the chimney place 
issuing orders- to my soi-vant^." The 
rest of the sentence : was .lost In an 
outburst of laughter and iapplauso, and 
the students closecl the mooting with 
tho national anthem. 

.A grant of $5,000 has boon made by 
tho Mercers company to the Imperial 
Institute for Scientific Resdnrc/1, in 
regard to tho economic prodticts of 
Britl^ colonies and protectorates.

The exacting rcciulromenta oJ the 
electrical engineer havf> resulted In 
enormous^lmprov.oments , In, the con- 
s truotibni ' dperatlon;7ahd jefflcienoy of 
prime" movers. .The steam engine has 
been ' PSBontlally modified, the steam 
turbine .created, and the gas engine 
generally overhauled to adapt it to the 
close regulation and other compelling 
requirements of thn dynamo. But while 
these machines are constantly forced 
■upon our attention at present, there is 
yet another prime mover -which will 
Burely outlive them all, for it is inde- 
pendent of the limited capacity of our 
coal measures. Like the more familiar 
■prime movers, the water turbine has 
undergone rapid development in conse- 
quenco of electrical ■ enterprise the 
world over, and especlally.as^ applied to 
high falls of -water which are usually 
only to be found at places far distant 
■from civilization, often Inaccessible by 
rail, and which may now be prolltably 
exploited, b^ the electrical transmis- 
sion of the enerisy. - 
; The effect of electrical engineering 
upon hydraulic development has been 
to* increase the nango of the conditions 
under which the water turbine may 
Buocessfully be operated. At the pro- 
sent time turbines are worlting under 
the enormous effective head of 920 
metres (8,019 ft.), and also nt loss 
than 2 ft. (O.Gl metres). In the latter 
case the 40 brake horse power devel- 
open is not applied to the generation 
of electricity, being used for driving 
a mill near Worcester, but the high 
heads now utilized throughout the 
world are almost exclusively employed 
for industrial purposes through the 
medium of electricity. If the hydraulic 
engineer wished to Institute a com- 
parison between the extent and var- 
letv of his problems and those of his 
bre'thren working in the other depart- 
ments of the engineering profession, 
he could clearly hold his own, for ho 
now deals succossfuUy with water at 
pressures considerably higlier than 
those used in high pressure boilers, 
and the range of pressure Is also 
greater, for the highest hydrostatic 
pressure which he safely and profitably 
employs in some 1,500 times that of 
the lowest. The Lake Tanay installa- 
tion, in whlnli an effective head of 920 
metres (3,018 ft.) is utilized, is the 
highest at present In the world. There 
Is also the Installation of the Pikes 
Peak Hydro-Eleotrlc ' Company at 
works at an effective head of 671 
metres. 

A few facta coocarnlng a plant work- 
ing under the, low head of 3 ft. may 
therefore, be Interesting by way of 
comparison.. The turbine in this case is 
a parallel flow-wheel with a vertical 
shaft, the diameter being 13 ft. 2in It 
Is made up of two concentric rings of 
buckets, and the Inner set can be clos- 
ed at wUl to the pa.ssago of water by 
a system of covers so as to limit the 
operation of the wheel to the outer 
ring. As the flow of water in the river 
Is variable, a head of 3 ft. at certain 
periods acts upon the wheel, and tlie 
40 horse power required to drive the 
mill is obtained from the outer ring 
alone, but at other seasons of the year 
the fall is reduced to 2 ft. and even less 
In conseciucnce of the rise in the tail 
water in a restricted channel. When 
these conditions prevail the water is 
adniltted to both rings of tlic turbine 



with the restilt that 40 brake horse 
power Is developed by, this low fa.l 
with the turbine making 14 revolu- 
tions ;per minute and passing about 
14,00()'. cubic feet of water in that time. 
For small rivers In which a discharge 
of this amount may be relied on, a very 
moderate head of water may thus be 
turned to profitable account. 

The cost of such a turbine, includ- 
ing shafting, gearing, and sluice gates, 
would be approximately £30 per horse 
power, or £1,200 for a wlieol yielding 
40 brake horse power. In addition to 
this the cost of foundations and spe- 
cial works depending on local condi- 
tions at the site and such facilities as 
there are for carrying out the worlc of 
installation. But even allowing for the 
cost of such works, which to some ex- 
tent would be offset by tlio cost of en- 
gine foundations in a steam plant, tlio 
annual charge for power to the Indus- 
try would be less than for steam, unless 
the water power rights were held at a 
high rental. The cost of maintenance 
of a steam plant per horse power is 
much larger for small plants than for 
largo, and for such a size as this the 
annual charge per horse power would 
be more than .£7, a figure which wo\ild 
not be approaclied by the turbino 
plant, unless under exceptionally lieavy 
first cost, due to special worlcs necessi- 
tated by an unfavorable site, coupled 
with the rent or purcliaso of the water 
power rights at an exceptional figure. 
The use of very low heads of water 
involves, of course, a very copious 
flow for profitable worjilngr, which is 
not always obtainable on our small 
rivers, or evdn If It Is sufficient In the 
rainy season -of the year It cannot bo 
counted upon during the dry weather. 
It Is therefore a wide question as to 
what extent it will be possibla to utilize 
profitably the low falls upon our smali- 
er rivers In places whicli, before the 
introduction of electricity, wore too re- 
mote to bo of any value. 

The Swiss engineer.'! have different 
conditions to deal \vith in tlioir moun- 
tainous country, though there are sev- 
eral installations on the Ehono operat- 
ing under comparatively moderate 
heads of water, but many of the in- 
staliatlons are of the same character 
as that at Lake Tanay. where the im- 
pulse wheel known as the Pelton is tlio 
chief form of turbine employed. In 
every way the high head Is most 
adaptable to electrical englneerlngr. The 
high speed of the impulse wheels en- 
ables the turbines to be coupled direct 
to the generators without the inter- 
mediary of wasteful gearing, and the 
governing, so essential for electric work 
becomes a matter of comparative sim- 
plicity, as the hydrostatic pressure 
may be directly utilized to operate tlie 
gate mechanism, and thus to keep the 
wheel under control through wide fluc- 
tuations in the load, while with a low 
head of water the pressure i.s insufil- 
clent and a mechanical relay is neces- 
sary. The chief object of the foregoing 
remarks is to point out what has been 
done towards utilizing water power 
under extreme conditions. Each prob- 
lem, depending as it does upon com- 
mercial considerations, has to bo solv- 
ed ind\?i'endc-ntly, and In some It will 
be found that the cost, of development 
precludes the possibility of any ad- 
vantage over stream, while In others a, 
waste of natural power may too turned 
to good use.

Once this policy is 
adopted, tho interior Of the province 
opened, feeders to main railway linos 
constructed, and expansion of trans- 
port facilities follow, a broad field for 
manufacturers and retention of local 
capital will bo created. Exorbitant 
transport rates are undoubtedly stand- 
ing menaces to any section far re- 
moved from commercial centres, and 
It' behoovds both the Leglslaiuro and 
tlio people to resist, in every legitimate 
way, discrimination or favoritism on 
the part of those wlio control railway 
and express rates. No discrimination 
should bo countenanced, no privileges 
vouchsafed, if oven remotely trenching 
upon present or future commercial in- 
terests. Tho question of population is 
another important factor. Here both 
government and people may exercise 
wise discretion, for it must not be Im- 
agined that any spirit of philanthropy 
—much less patriotism — will suggest 
eastern sj'mpathy for the province. This 
Is emphasized by a recent cable from 
London, in a Montreal iiow.spaper, 
which announces, "A special feature 
of this year's plans is the greater at- 
tention paid to the eastern provinces." 
Being so, tho people thcm.selvcs will 
bo blamablo unless wise remedial mea- 
sures are adopted tending to induce 
the best class of settlers to seek homes 
in British Columbia. Wo want manu- 
factures of a diversified character; wo 
want population, and In order to round 
off the policy, wc want the iieople's 
earnings and the profits of industrial 
concerns ke:)t wiltiin our own boun- 
daries. Why should $2,000,000 go 
abroad for dairy products, foreign 
fruits, poultry and agricultural sup- 
plies? Why should $5,000,000 for' 
similar necessaries go oast, and ,ont 
of a total expenditure of $12,000,000 
annually, ' $7,000,000 go abroad? In 
some cases this may have, been nn- 
avoidablo, and decreases arc olisorv- 
nblo; on the other lianil, wliy .sliould 
tho consumers of Brlti.sh Cnlniiiljia an- 
iiuali.v pay import duties upon domes- 
tic products, in excess of Manitoba, 
including Winnipeg and Braiuion; as 
much as Nova Scotia and more than 
tlie combined provinces of New Bruns- 
wiclc. Prince Kdward Island, Alberta, 
Saskatchewan and Yukon? AVhcro 
capital has been prolltably invested 
jnoro will come, tho best guarantee be- 
ing that this province Is essentially en- 
riched by Immense areas of resources 
not found elsewhere. 

Scarcity of Labor 
A vital issue affecting British Co- 
lumbia is a scarcity of labor. There 
nro two phases of this tiucstlon, two 
Clements entering into its discussion. 
For years, in fact since 1901, those far 
removed and ..having interests else- 
wliere, breathed" tales of woe, fore- 
told cataclysms of disaster, consequent 
upon local labor troubles, forgetting 
that throughout the world siriillar con- 
ditions had prevailed at various times. 
The best proof of exaggeration of 
these predictions is British Colum- 
bia's continued pro-sperity. Labor 
will gravitate towards the best mar- 
ket, and fairly rcmunorated work- 
men progresHlvo and intoliigont, aro 
thn best indication of legltlmato in- 
dustrial wealth. Hence, no public man 
oould render greater service to tho 
stnto tlian ho who Kteadfastly refuses 
to fan tho flames of iiiiclvillzeil unlnio- 
Hlty between employer and emiiioyce. 
-w.n^ flj-a intent upon making money. 



One sells his wares at tho highest pos- 
sible price, the other his pliysUal and 
mechanical -attainments. iCven tlio 
Chinese knew enough to increase the 
scale of wages when tho restriction 
tax was increased. How much more 
advantageou.s then to a province the 
fact that every workman Is a per- 
manent settler, and every dollar lie 
earns Is invested in the countri' in 
which lio lives. At tlio present tinio 
a sum exceeding $3,000,000 per annum 
is remitted to alien countries by those 
who have notlilnu in common with our 
institutions, notwithstanding tho fact 
that they are industrious and law abid- 
ing citizens. Thousands of people do 
not care for a country wherd Mongol- 
ians are employed; many white wom- 
en, adapted to domestic service, not 
unnaturally object to working with 
them. Hence, failing to induce our 
brethren In tho United Kingdom or 
descendants of Britishers and Cana- 
dians to return from the United States 
the next best thing would be to secure 
Gallclans, Scandinavian's and those 
who have already proved themselves 
progressive. Industrious and honest 
settlers. 

Steps for Improvement. 

(4) What steps should bo taken to 
secure tho permanent well-being of 
every man and woman in British Co- 
lumbia? 

(1) Oneness of 'sentiment should bo 
encouraged; a community of Interests 
fostered between Island and Mainland 
and sectional jealousy be eschewed by 
ail having tho future of the province 
at heart 

(2) The youth of the province slioultl 
ho thoroughly schooled in its gcograpli- 
ical and historical conditions, its po;;- 
sibilitioH and resources. 

(3) Clean politics, teinporaiu'o, re- 
spect for tlie privliegcs even the preju- 
dices of all clas.ses forming i>ur pnjiu- 
latlon. sliould become fund.'tmental 
principles In every walk of life. 

(4) A provincial Board of Trade 
should bo formed, evi:n though sus- 
tained by (ho government. 

(5) A carefully thought out Immigra- 
tion policy, under which old settlers 
and ir.on of experience should be able, 
to visit oHu.r countries, and speak with 
authority if m-Ighborhooda best known 
to them 

(6^ Cheap traiiiportation by land 
and ' vviltcr; oil legislation to contain 
oho k^ ar.d snA btds against favor- 
itism In rates, discrimination between 
provinces or provliiflal iiolnts. 

(7) A provlncii'l irrigation system. 

(S) Provincial-owned sIiort-rallvvayH 
or tramlines, opening Interior districts 
and connecting with steamships or 
trunk ll!i.->s 

(9) Spccdv reglstratlnn land 
titles. 

(10) ..\ labor bureau whose ofllclal.s 
would investigate tlio labor market at 
homo and abroad. / 

(11) Liberal land regulations and a 
carefully made survey of cultivable 
lands nt for settlement throughout 
the province. 

(12) No monopolies and np charters 
for great induslridl works or railways, 
without provision being made for tho 
protection of tho mibiic 

(13) Tlic home market; every effort 
should bo made to Increase trade lio- 
twccn different sections, and to keen 
local money in local cliiiunol.s. 

More, wlillo British Colurnlilans aro 
debarred from the American lumber 
marknt, unceasing agllatlon should bo 
kept np against the adnil.sslon of rough 
lumber acrfiss our borders. When tho 
American lo.-'al market is depressed, 
our lumbermen nro forced io conipiite 
Willi the American output to tho ex- 
tent of $3,000 000 per annum.

Tuberculosis bifudy J

Sunday was a very wet day, and I 
wondercil whether Maislia WOUld.lWant 
to go out. I 'phoned to her and she 
said she was going out and ho Wo ar- 
ranged to moot opposite the new C.P.R 
hotel. She told mo that she could 
stay out-jfor as long .as -she lilced, anil 
I icnow I could bo out for about four 
liours. But the question was, wher.; 
were wo to go ? To sit In the Carnegie 
Lilbrar.v, In wet things, where wo 
couldn't talk, wasn't Inviting. The 
Tourist Rooms were closed on Sundays 
we supposed. The soaking rain 
n-.inded mo of Vancouver, and then I 
remembered a pleasant Sunday that 
I'd spent at tho Y. AV. C. A. in Van- 
couver, so I suggested that we should 
investigate tli,, new Victoria Y. AV. C 
A., whlcli was somewhere in Fort 
street, and then perhaps avo might 
afterwards find a place for tea. Wo 
turned down a <iulot end of Fort 
street, opened a door next some C.P.R. 
offices, and went ujistairs. 

At least It was out of the v.'ot, 
though tho bare wooden .staircase 
didn't look as if It would lead to much 

On landing, jjust as wo were wonJor- 
ing which way to go, a door was 
opened by a lady who .smiled In a 
welcoming way. Wo said we'd come 
to llnd tlic Y. W. C. A., and see what It 
was like. 

The room was ,a cos.v sitting room 
tastefully furnished— dainty curtains, a 
pretty carpet, a shining now piano, a 
book-case, etc. — caught the eye in turn, 
and gave one a sense of homeliness, 
isieanwhlle the secretary asked us to 
take off our things and sit down. Some 
time after, when wo had broken ice by 
discussing tho weather, the president 
arrived, and asked us to tea; so we 
discovered that tliore was a dining- 
room here as well, two nice little tables 
in anotlier room, all new and spotless, 
a restaurant In embryo. 

Afterwards two more girls came in,, 
and soon we were all on a friendly 
footing. I got various Information 
from tho secretary, who told mo that 
some people in Victoria saw no press- 
ing need for .a Y. W. C. A., and one 
reply to that is tliat during the last 
few weeks thoy have enrolled 95 mem- 
bers, girls who work, and girls who 
have no homes. 

Then, some say that once there was 
a Y. W. C. A. hero which went under. 
AVell, that was long before Maisio and 
I came to Canada, and long before 
many working girls like ourselves were 
in AMctoj-la. What wasn't needed 
in Victoria eight yeans ago is needed 
muchly now. Victoria is a growing 
place and a growing place needs wo- 
men workers of all classe!?, and in Can- 
ada tho Y. W. C. A. caters for women 
workers of all classes — it provides 
tliein with homes from home, with din- 
ing rooms, and recreation rooms, and 
evening classes. In bettering tho con- 
dition of the women workers in Vic- 
toria In wo aro in a very real way bet- 
tering our city, and what girl is not 
better for a chance of wholesome social 
life, such as the Y. W. C. A. never fails 
to create in its centres. 

In Vancouver the T. W. C. A. have a 
palatial residence — thorn they have 
gymnastic classes, dressmaking el-.isses, 
etc., and above all a refuge from the 
streets, where the homeless feel a mere 
drop in the great ocean of humanity. 

Ottawa has Just got 140,000 for their 
J'. M. C. A. Can't Victoria get $40,000? 
Rut after hearing all tills, wo settled 
down to our books. Jifalsio liad found 
a Kipling, and T a volume of Kmerson 
In tho book-case, and the secretary 
poked the lire. Then we had a jolly 
sociable tea, and all too soon tho time 
was up. Malsle went back to nursery- 
dom and I, to curry the eggs for supper 
— with a feeling of having had a very 
nice wot Sunday afternoon.

London Times: The second interim 
report of the Royal CommlMlon, on Hu- 
man and Animal Tubercuicisls;' an ac- 
count of whlcli appeared in The Times 
for February 2, has now been supple- 
mented by tile Issuo of an appendix 
containing a report by Dr. Kastwood 
upon the comparative histological and 
bacteriological investigations which ho 
conducted under tho direction .of the 
commission. This appendix' Is a folio 
of over three hundred pages, with il- 
lustrative charts and tables, anJ 
is very largely concerned with the min- 
ute technicalities of research, and with 
tho details of a largo number of e.x- 
periments; but tho llrst of tho three 
parts Into which It Is divided contains 
a general account of tho nature of Dr. 
Eastwood's work and of the conclusions 
at which he has arrived. Ho was fur- 
nished, for the purpose of Ills inquiry, 
with tuberculosis material doi-ived 
both from human subjects and from 
ivovlne and other animals which were 
under observation at the laboratories 
of the commission, and with healthy 
material animals of different kinds 
into which this tuberculous material 
could bo introduced by feeding, inocu- 
lation, and other methods; and the 
general result of liis investigations has 
been "to omphaslzo the underlying 
unity of the morbid process produced 
experimentally by Infection with every 
variety of human and bovine tubercle 
baccillus." Tho processes In question 
show marked differencos in severity, 
depending partly upon the dose and 
the virulence of the bacilli introduced, 
and partly upon tlio susceptibility of 
the animals subjected to experiment; 
but these differences aro unable to 
mask the underlying unity of tho phe- 
nomena, and tho dependence of the dif- 
ferences ui)on conditions that may be 
regarded as accidental. There aro 
marked differences in tho virulence of 
different bacilli, In the types of lesion 
produced by Identical bacilli, and in 
the cultural characters of different 
bacilli; but those dift'eronces overlap 
and interweave so closely that It is 
Impossible to find an adequate scien- 
tific basis for separating tho bacilli 
Into two or more families. There seems 
to bo no valid "reason for doubting the 
opinion, never seriously dtspnted be- 
fore 1901, that human and bovine tu- 
bercle bacilli belong to the same fam- 
ily. The answer to the fiuestlon. Can 
tlie bovine bacilli infect man? la ob- 
viously in tho afhrmatlve; and his an- 
swer must be given even by those who 
adhere to the recent hypothesis. th\t 
"human" and "bovine" .tubercle bacilli 
are different In kind.-slnce the "bovine" 
kind aro readily to be found as- the 
casual agents of many, fatal cases of 
human tuberculosis. ' 

Dr. Eastwood sums up his general 
results as follows: — 

1. I have examined and compared the 
morbid processes induced experiment- 
ally by bovine and by human tubercle 
bacilli, and have found tliat In ani- 
mals susceptible to mammalian tuber- 
culosis both the bovine and the human 
bacilli produce a disease which Is typi- 
cal of tuberculosis. 



2. When tested upon tho bovine, bac- 
illi of bovine origin produce, In ade- 
quate doses, lesions of a highly acute 

type. When the same tests are applied 
to bacilli of human origin, some viruses 
under the same exporimontal condi- 
tions, produce only a mild typo of dis- 
ease. 

3. The evidence which I have pro- 
vided with respect to these last-men- 
tioned viruses confirms the view that 
some viruses of liunian origin are re- 
latively innocuous to bovines. 

4. When tested upon anthropoids, 
wliich. have . been ' selectf d /as bfe- 
ing the' nearest representatives of man, 
the bovine bacilli produce, oven in 
small doses, morbid processes which 
are typical of tuberculosis. 

5. Also those human viruses which, 
in certain tests, have been found re- 
latively innocuous to bovines produce 
ill anthropoids lesions typical of tuber- 
culosis. 

6. The disease .produced In antliro- 
polds by these latter viruses Is not 

more severe than the disease produced 
in them by bovine viruses, nor Is thera 
any indication that these human vlr 
.uses have a- speclaly selective action 
upon anthropoids. 

7. Moreover, these human bacilli last 
mentioned have not been found to pro- 
duce In any other type of mammal, ex- 
perimentally Investigated, morbid jiro- 
oessos which alio either more severe 
or In any way otsentlally different from 
those produced by bovine bacilli. 

S. My Investigations, therefore, have 
failed to hri ig to light tho sllghte.st 
Indication that there Is any poculiarity 
about bovine viruses which might sug- 
gest their being, compared with certain 
viruses not of bovine origin, relatively 
innocuous to tho human bod.v. 

9. I have examined and compared 
the cultures, on artificial media, yield- 
ed by bovine and by human tubercle 
bacilli, and lind tliat thoy all possess In 
common tho characterl^'cs of mam- 
malian tubercle bacilli. 

10. The culture obtained from viruses 
of bovine origin and the cultures ob- 
tained from liuman viruses have been 
grown under Identical conditions. All 
the cultures grow In the same way. 
They differ, however. In' the amount of 
growth produced, the general rule be- 
ing that those cultures, whether bovine 
or human which are of high virulence 
for bovines grow loss abundantly than 
those human cultures which are of low- 
er virulence for bovines. , 

U. Those differences In the amount 
of growth produced on certain test 
media, though not readily changed, arc 
not always stable. In some Instances 
bacilli have exhibited, after residence In 
the tissues ' of experimental animals, 
marked changes In tho amount of 
growth yielded on artificial media. 

12. There Is, therefore, an essential 
unity, not only In the nature of tho 
morbid processes Induced by human 
and bovine tubercle bacilli, but also In 
the bacteriological characters of the 
tubercle bdcllU which cause tho pro- 
cesses.

Eat Fruit 



If people ate more fruit thev would 
need loss medlcino and have hotter 
health. There Is an oM saying that fruit 
is golden In tho moriiin.i,' and leaden at 
night. As a matter of fart, it may bo 
g<dd at both times, bul llien it sliould 
be oaleii on an empty stomach and 
not !is a di'SKort, when 'the appetite is 
sallsdcrt and digestion Is already suf- 
llclentlv taxiMl. 

I''rult tiikcii in tlu' morning bcrore 
llie fast of the night has been broK-on 
is very refreshing, and It servos a,s a 
slliniilus to th<! digestive organs. A 
ripe apple or on orango may be taken 
at this time with good effect. Fruit to 
bo really valuable as an article of diet 
should be ripe, sound and In every way 
of good quality, and ,lf possible. It 
should bo oaten raw, says Woman's 
Life.

placed under tlic departmont of edu- 
cation of each province iiainoil and not 
under tho department of agriculture. 
The provinces just named have also 
passed orders hi council Incorporating 
the .Macdonald .systems. This ))laccs 
the school garilciis of those provincos 
on a broader educational ba.^ls tlian 
in liurope or any other country. The 
Ontario government has provided spe- 
cial courses at GuelpU to train teach- 
i rs in the practical educational aspects 
of this now work. An annual grant in 
addition to an Initial grant of $100 is 
offered to every rural school section 
establishing a school garden. The 
slight progress in the school garden 
movement hitherto made in Ontario — 
an essontlai agricultural province — is 
said to be due to three main causes: 
(1) I.aok of spcciall.v riualllled toacli- 
ors; (li) kick of deliiiito K-nowlmlgc of 
the best iiiutliotis of coiulucting sucii 
gardens: tliii d isl clic C in the ability 
of a scliool to gU-o any Instruction 
wcu-th while in matters relating to ag- 
riculture or iKirtlcultiiro. 

At Tnuo and ol.~i'svhoro In tho Mari- 
time jirovincos sultalilo courses for 
toach<!rK aro also j/rovided. In New 
Brunswick annual gi-ant of $30 is giv- 
en to a board of school trustees where 
a garden is ostalilished at an elemen- 
tary school. Ill Quebec extensive prcji- 
aiatioiis are under way, or nearly 
coniplotod, for Ihe training of toacliers 
on the now lines of luiucatlon. 

The Macdonald Plan 

The Macdonald .■school ganloiis not 
only luiAo a ri'0()gnl-/.c(l place In tho 
odiicatiiinal sj'stpm.s of Iho iirovhu'os 
named, liiil liicy .-ire att.'ichod to tlio 
ordhhiry iiinil schools conductod un- 
di'r llic authority of the trustees, with 
th(! express ajiprovai of the ratepayers. 
The garden la bcconihig the outer 
classroom of Che school and tho plots 
are the outdoor slates on which living 
things are to bo put. It Is to be re- 
garded as a happy field of expression, 
an organic part of tho school In which 
boys and girls work among living 
things and tlicniHelves grow in body, 
mind and spiritual outlook. 

Tho true relation of the garden to 
the school has been in good part es- 
tabllshod by thn traveling instructors, 
wliom Prot. Kobort.^on appointed to 
siipoi'\-iso tho work in oach province. 
Tlioso InstriietorK wen: chosen as 
toaolioi's of exporionco in rur.-il scliools 
and wore sent for sporlal preparation, 
at the oxricnso of Iho Macdonald Rur- 
al School fund, to Chicago, f'oncord. 
Columbia and Clark unl vorsltios, and 
to tho Ont.-irio Agrlcnlturnl college at 
Giudpli. Thoy are to carry on (ho oh- 
joct, losHons until other teachers now 
in .sorvico bocoine <|uallflod and mil II 
toacliors In tr.niidiig In the other prov- 
incos .-ire roa(l\- fur tho new and liot- 
for sort of schools. 

Kor the special devolopmont of tho 
nature study and manual training side 
of tlio teacher's accomplishments, the 
Macdonald Institute at Quolph has 
been established at a cost of $175,000, 
and In order , to encourage tnachers tc 
qualify themselves for .school garden 
work, tho education department of 
both Nova Scotia and Now Brunswick 
offers small scholarships to those who 



will inirsuo a course of three months 
In nature study and school ganloniiig 
at the Macdonald Institute. 

Develops Literary Appreciation 
The school garden as Introductory 
to naUiro .study undoubtedly lends It- 
self to tho dovoloiiment of literary ap- 
preciation. Tin; subjects which ap- 
pear and reappear upon the pages of 
books have their source cither in na- 
ture or in human experience. Ability 
to aiJpreciatc tlie charm of many of 
tile best poems depends not a little 
upon the ability to form visual Images 
of natural objects. To children who 
have to become students of nature, lit- 
erature must then present greater at- 
tractions than to those who pass by 
all things with "unrewarded eye." 
Through the work of the sehool gar- 
den, the pupil's powers of observation 
arc turned Into the orderly channels of 
causo and effect. Habits of accuracy 
arc formed In measuring the value of 
c.xjjeriments according to the results 
obtained. 

On the economic side, the school 

garden teaches the constituents of the 

soli, the conditions of plant life, tho 
value of fortlllzers, seed selection, 
drainage, tUkigi:, etc. U stimulates a 
spirit, to Improve the farma and beau- 
tiful country homes. 

In Its natural aspect the school gar- 
den may quite properly possess tlio 
power of developing a wide Interest In 
the fundamental Indu.stry of our groat 
Dominion. It cultivates tho sense of 
ownorslili) and a social spirit of oo- 
oporallou and mental respect of aii- 
otlior's rights. In the care of their 
own plots, the pupils light common 
oiiemirs and Icaru that a bad weed in 
a nogloctod jilol may make troidile for 
others. 

Who Will Be Pioneer? 
It is said that tho best way to liaN-i> a 
school garden, is to have It. A\'lio will 
bo the ])ionoor of tho school garden in 
Briti.-ih Cohimhia? Who will Initiate 
a movoment which promises so much, 
osjiocially for llic country child and, 
In fad, foi- all country school work, 
ami \\hicli should he a great oiluca- 
tlonal uplift to thi> agricultural and 
horticultural interests of the prov- 
ince ? 

I'^inalKs', I coiiinieiid the school gar- 
don Idea to tho doucatlon doiiartmeiil, 
to tho agricultural societies, to tlio 
farmers' Institutes and. In fact, to all 
sociotios of the province Intent upon 
good AvorK-.s of a public character.

Winston Churchill's Career 

By Capt. H. S. Scbtt-Harden 



The man who will ask more ques- 
tions and have more to say than any- 
one else at the forthcoming confer- 
ence of premiers In London, England, 
will undoubtedly bo Mr. Churchill, tho 
under secretary of state for the col- 
onies. This brilliant young politi- 
cian, who Is not yet 33, Is, as every- 
one knows, tho eldest son of tho late 
Lord Kiindolph Churchill, who married 
tho clever nnd beautiful Miss Jerome, 
of New 'York. 

Winston Spencer Churchill was 
brought up in a political atmosphere, 
and early in lifo showed sign's ot fol- 
lowing his father's footsteps, for at 
Harrow and at Sandhurst ho develop- 
ed extraordinary powers of oratory, 
was brlllliint with his pen and always 
iiiul tlio cour.agc of his opinions. Win- 
ston Churchill entered the army when 
he was twenty, and soon .afterward.s 
his regiment sailed for India. He 
has lived every day of his life and got 
every ounce out of his br.-ilns. In In- 
dl.T, ho was never Idle. When ho was 
not busy with his reglnientaj duties, 
or playing polo, ho used to road and 
write, and he was equally clever (for 
he Is. a first-class polo player) at work 
and play. Whilst on leave ho jour- 
neyed to Cuba with a brother officer 
and served with the Spanish forces 
and was awarded a .Spanish order of 
military merit. In ISflT lie went to 
the Indian frontier !is a war corres- 
pondent and .got attached to the !Mala- 
kand field force and was present dur- 
ing sevi.-ral engagements. Ho soon 
afterw.-irds imhlished ills story of tho 
campaign, his first book, which gave a 
graphic description of the country and 
till- fighting. 

Tho next .vear ho w.as apiiolnted or- 
derly officer to .Sir A\'illlaiii l.oekh.-irl 
.-md accompanied the eoniniander-lii- 
chief to thi- Tirah, In this way lie 
bi.eame tlioi-migbly a c-iiu.-i inted with 
tho Indian army and their movements 
in tho field. During Lord Kitclien- 
or's Egyptian campaign Churchill got 
himself attached to the 2l8t Lancers 
and rode through, tho Dervishes at the 
battle of Omdurman, and returned to 
write "Tho River War," which wns ad- 
mitted to be one of the best books of 
tho expedition up tlie Nile and tho do- 
feat of tho Kliullt'a. 

Ihit it wns in South Africa tliat 
Churclilll really first made his name. 
Cloing -out as correspondent to The 
Morning Po.st, he at once proceeded 
to N;it;il, and whilst endeavoring, in 
the interests of tho Journal he repre- 
sented, to si-e all he could, be was 
taken iirisoner on the Ifitli of Novem- 
ber at (!lileveley, when the armored 
train was captured. On this oeeas- 
lou Churchill belitived with the great- 
est gallantry, and there Is no doubt 
that had ho been a. fl.ghting man in- 
stead of a journalist ho would havo 
been awarded the Victoria Cross; for, 
wiion able to get away, ho returned 
to his comrades amidst a hall of bul- 
lota and 'Stood by.thom to the end. Tlio 
account of CbuidhlU's escape from 
Pretoria Is a matter of history, but it 
showed tho sort of stuff he was made 
of and the pluck ho has inherited 
from his race. 

On returning to tho scat of war 
Churchill onco more became a fight- 
ing man and joined tho South African 
Light Horse. I well remember him 
coming to tho camp at Chleveley, close 
to tho .spot whoro lio was taken pris- 
oner, and the graphic descrlptloii he 
gave of tho fight and the life In tho 
model jirlson, and I recollect how ho 
urged Con. llullor to .allow him to take 
UI) arms for his country and still act 
us a war corresiiondont. Tlio gon- 

,-il salil at first that it could not bo 
done. "It was most Irregular." 
Wlieroupoii Churchill, with his ever- 
roady witty answer, replied: ''I wish 
to Join an irrpgular corps, air.'^- 

Churchill -was full of go;' "He - pos- 
Bossod an activity that never reposed. 
Audacious and self-possossod ,to a', dOr 
greo, hd'went to tho top. ot Sploh Kop

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BEHOLD THE MAN. 

Biography, wo are toldi Js the most 
useful of all rcadins. . This thouBht 
found expressslon in the language of 
the poet who said: 

"Lives of great men all remind us 
Wo may make our lives sublime; 

And departing, leave behind U3 
Footprints on the sands of time,' _ 

Few of us can hope to be classed 
among. the groat; but wo may all hope 
to make our lives sublime. Most of 
us can recall the name of the general 
who led the. BMUsh .forces to the cap- 
ture of DelKl during tho great Mu- 

i tinyt and if wo happen to have for- 
gotten it, any history wlU tell us what 
It wag. But how few of us know, or 
whero wo shall look to find out, the 
name of the subaltern and hU chosen 
companions, who carried the powder 

" sacks to tho gate of tho city and sot 
tho fuses alight, amid a sicrm of hos- 
tile bullets. Tot these tinknown 
heroes made their lives sublime by 
tho glorious circumstances of their 
death. Some years ago a little book, 
tolling tho life story of Hodloy VicK- 
er.^, was found in hundreds of house- 
holds. Vlckers was a young officer 
of the 97th Foot. His life was singu- 
larly lovely. Amid all tho high liv- 
ing, not to say dissipation, of a gar- 
rison he led an exemplary life, com- 
manding the respect of his associates 
as well as of the rank and file. Ho 
fell at Inkerman, his last words to 
his men being: "This way 97th." 
His was an unobtrusive yet sublime 
life, and tho story of it has had a po- 
tent Influence In the whole English- 
speaking world. Ho was true to his 
God; true to his fellows and the hour 
and article of death found him true 
to his country. Of biographies of 
Napoleon there are scores, and of 
commentaries on his life and character 
tho number Is legion. He has been 
regarded from every point of view, 
ranging, as Victor Hugo says, "from 
man to demon." Undoubtedly his 

' career is full of lessons, nvon though 
very few of mankind can hope to 

' move 'In the sphere In which he is 
almost alone. Students have delved 
long and dillBcntly to discover facts 
concerning the life of Shakespeare, 

■"with not very great success. Wo have 

. clubs' for the study of Browning as 
a man and a poet. But great as was 
the influence of these men upon their 
times, and valuable as are the lessons 
which they have bequeathed to pos- 
terity, there Is one personage, who 
so far surpasses them all, so far sur- 
passes all men who have over lived, 
as far as his Influence for the better- 
ment -of Jiuraanlty- 13. concerned, that 
he"stan&s out preeminent. Needless 
to say that person Is Jesus of Nazar- 
eth. There is no necessity of study- 
ing books of doctrine to learn this. 
We call the best .governed, the most 
progressive, the happiest part of tho 
world Christendom, because we be- 
lieve not only that He was the Christ, 
but because it is to His teaching and 
tho example of bis life and death that 
we owe tho wonderful movement, 
which rescued the civilized world 
from the darkness of materialism and 
set It upon the road to advancement. 
This being tho case. If the biographies 
of other men arc valuable reading, 
how much more ought not His biog- 
raphy to be worthy of intense study. 
But to get tho best out of such a study 
wo mu.st be careful always to behold 
tho man. Ordinary students can well 
afford to leave to people, who evolve 
doctrines and delight In theology, the 
determination of theories as to His 
nature and llic method by v.'hicli His 
work hasVcdeemcd or will redeem hu- 
manity; ordinary students can afford 
to leave to sectaries the task of split- 
ting hairs so as to distinguish between 
ecclesiastical tweedledum and eccle- 
eiaatlcal twecdlcdcc. They should take 
the facts as they find them, and 
study forward from facts, not back- 
ward into impenetrable mysteries of 
the mind of God. "Wlicn the common 
people get to Know and understand 
Jesus the Man, they will, like the 
common people on the hillsides of Pal- 
estine, "Hear HUn gladly." 

A "Laymcns' ?iIissionary" dinner 
was hold in Toronto a week or so ago. 
It was attended by prominent business 
and professional men, and Its object 
was tho launching of the "Laymen's 
Missionary Movement" in Canada. It 
was started in obedience to a conviction 
which Is making headway with ro- 
markablo rapidity, that the salvation 

. of our Institutions depends upon a 
recognition of tho principles of Clirlsi's 
teachings. "\Vc purpoKcly do not say 
Christianity, for unfortunately Cliriot- 
ianlty has been so much befogged by 
ecclesiasUcism that It is not easy to 
toll just what It Is. But there can 
bo no possible doubt about Jesus 
Himself, no po.sslble misunderstanding 
about v/hat Ho taught, and this new 
movement, which Is absolutely unde- 
nominational, iproposcs to make these 
teachings better known to the nias.soa 
of the people, as well within as with- 
out the borders of Christendom. This 
U an Illustration of tho turning to 
Jesus, manifested so generally 
throughout llie civilized world, lo 
which reference w.-ls made in those 
columns some months ago. Men, 
everywhere His name is- known, arc 
taking a greater interest than ever In 
tho Man .,.p£ ,,,Nazparetli. His second 
advent sc'ems''a.t'' hand, not in tho form 
of an appearance in tlio heavens of 
ono who will sot up a kingdom upon 
earth, but as a vital forme ' domlnatr 
Ing . the lives of men, as notWng else 
baa ever controlled them. 



Study the life of Jesus. The blog- 
r.aphy of Him, as written by His con- 
temporaries Is ^vory brief and dis- 
connected; but pcrnaps this Is just as 
well. Top groat detail might have 
led to discrepancies, and the- value ot 
the simple story might have been lost 
In disputes over the accuracy of the 
respective versions. There is enough 
In the Four Gospels; .but as there are 
Borrie, probably nfany, ' to 'whom the 
phraseology of those books lias become 
60 haclineycd that they read them 
mechanically. It may be woU for them 
to procure spmo ,of the many excel- 
lent works, which deal with His Ute 
and teachings In tho Innguago and 
stylo of today. Upon this page will 
be found a contributed article in which 
a somewhat extended reference Is 
made to ' certain books of this class, 
and wo Invite readers to peruse It.

SPARTAN SOCIALISM 

Wo .have quite a number of theoret- 
ical Socialists nowadays, and occa- 
sionally some enthusiasts endeav- 
or to put their ideas into prac- 
tice, but invariably wlthous suc- 
cess. Most . of them think 
that they are in advance of tho ago, 
but this is an error. Socialism Is an 
old experiment. Attempts have been 
mado to apply to practical llfo in 
different ages and in different coun- 
tries. The most conspicuous success 
was in the Kingdom of Sparta, one of 
tho little nations Into which Greece 
was divided. Lycurgus, who Is said 
to have lived about 2700 years ago. Is 
generally credited with being tho 
founder ot Spartan Socialism, but pos- 
sibly, as is frequently tlio case, his 
name has only bccomo associated with 
tho culmination of a movement. It 
seems liardly possible that ono man 
could have completely won over tlic 
people of a state to such extraordinary 
laws as tliose which are called by bis 
name. 

Spartan Socialism was a robust typo. 
It was based in the first place upon an 
equal division of tHe land, and to tho 
several parcels the occupiers had no 
title, only tho riglit to use it. The 
next important step was the adoption 
of Iron currency. . This was "purposely 
made so heavy as to render' tho poss- 
ession of any considerable quantity ot 
it a burden, and as precautions were 
taken to make tho metal excessively 
brittle tho "coins" were useless for 
any other purposes. Since men could 
not accumulate land, and the accum- 
ulation of money was a source of 
great trouble to its possessor, all men 
were alike poor. The result of such 
a condition of things was that compe- 
tition in everything except what fitted 
a man for the pursuit of war was 
unknown In Sparta. Tho arts and 
sciences were neglected, and the 
Spartans became little else than a na- 
tion of hardy rufllans. Tho people ate 
at public tables, to whicli each man 
was expected to contribute his share. 
There were many such tables, 
each occupied by a party which 
formed a sort of a club for eating 
purposes. Only on the rarest occa- 
sions was a man allowed to eat alone 
or with his family. The male popu- 
lation went about naked for tho most 
part; the women uore usually clothed, 
but were required from time to time 
to join n;iked in public games. Mar- 
riage was encouraged, and unmarried 
men were denied many privileges. 
"When a child was born, it was In- 
spected by the magistrates. If It 
was found sound in body it was re- 
turned to its ijarent.-;; if it was \vcal<- 
ly or deformed, it was killed. Theft 
and lying were encouraged, because 
they were useful in war. There does 
not appear w have been any code of 
morality in tlie laws oC Lycurgus. 

This In a general way represents tlie 
fundamental principles of Spartan So- 
cialism. AVhat was tho result? This 
can be stated In a few v.'ords. It wa.-; 
tile development nf a very reinarl;able 
race of men and women. Contrary 
to what might bo supposed tho women 
were modest and virtuous and the 
young men lived what we nowadays 
call moral lives. Tliero was no "so- 
cial evil," and the people were all 
exceedingly temperate in their hab- 
its. A race of wonderful warriors 
was produced, but it Is only tho simple 
truth to say that tlicie things were 
accomplished at tiie expense of every- 
thing wliicli goes lo make up sweet- 
ness of character, genius, learning or 
mental and material progress. Sparta 
l>red fighting men for several cen- 
turies, but tliav is all she did breed. 
There perhaps never wiis ji race of 
people, who were their equals In phys- 
ical development or more resolute and 
courageous. To them death w.'is 
notliing; possibly because life held so 
little. To those who pliice physical 
perfeciioii coui)lod witli unwavering 
courage, first among- human qualities, 
there never was a race of people more 
worthy of admiration; ljut when tiiis 
lias been said, all lias been .^aid. Spar- 
ta liad no walls, and for hundreds of 
years Its soil was Inviolate, but Its In- 
fluence was limited to' US own terri- 
tory. It produced no Impression upon 
tlie tliouglit or mariners of the a^e 
outside of its own boundaries. It failed 
In all its attempts at conquest. . Had 
it been' otherwise — had Spartan Sbcial- 
Isin bccomo general, tlin civilization 
of Greece and Home would h.'ive been 
Impossible, and tho progress of liu- 
manlty, would"; have been arrested. 

In' these; days' of fads and theories 
It Is well occasionally to refresh our 



In earlier periods' of history. No one 

can read tlic story ot Slparto, no one 
can inform liliii.soll^ as lo the details 
of life In tliiil community, without 
feeling that tlio result of this great 
experiment In Socialism was an utter 
ndUiro in ovcryliiiug except llic pro- 
duction of men wlio knew how and 
were not afraid ir> flglit. Our modern 
Socialism would do away with war, 
and perhaps that is why thoy think 
their Socialism- would succeed whore 
that of Lycurgus failed; but If thoy 
would study history more und tho 
writings of theorists Ics.s, tlioy would 
see that the things thoy advocate 
would not bring about the results 
which thoy desire. Tho offocL of 
Spartan Socialism upon indlvldualily 
was crushing. lOvery Inccntlvo to the 
betterment of a man's jiositlon was 
taken aw,-iy! lience there was no intel- 
lectual advanceinenl. There was little 
or no liouic life. There was nothing 
approaching culture. If it were 
claimed ^by that doing away with war 
tho onorgica of tho people would bo 
turned into otlier avenues of activity. 
It may be an.'swered tliat v/lthout tho 
Inoontivo lo inirsonal' development 
given by the desire and pbsslblllty of 
Individual advancement, there would 
bo little or no activity. Tho chief 
reason why Spartan Socialism accom- 
plished wliat It did was because the 
nation was ruled by an absolute oli- 
garchy, wlilcli administered the laws 
without mercy. Modern SociallstK 
would not lu-rniit tliis. Socialism and 
democracy would have lo go hand in 
hand in these dav's. Hence llin ex- 
;unple of Sjiarta contains little oneour- 
ageinent for tho modern apo.Htle.i of 
that cult. 

There is pcrliaps nothing In all his- 
tory, whicli appeals to the inuigina- 
tion nioie than the spectacle of a 
whole people subordinating everything 
to protlclency In art of war. It pro- 
duced a remarkable race. Leonidas, 
who at the Pass of Thermopylae held 
back the hosts of Persia, was a Spar- 
tan king, although the majority of 
those who fought by his side were not 
bis follow countrymen. This gallant 
resistance, wiien a force of nearly a 
thousand men lay down their lives to 
keep the foo at bay, iias como down 
lo us as tlio most splendid example 
of heroism of whlcIi tlic world has a 
record. It was indeed a magnificent 
display of jiatriotic courage, and it is 
worthy of note that three hundred of 
tliose who fell were Socialists. But 
wc direct attention to tlie fact tliat 
llieso men were .animated by patriot- 
ism. They believed in sucli a thing 
as love of couiilr.v. They were not 
men, who looked upon the emblems 
of their country as a badge of servi- 
tude, or who declined to pay respect 
to constituted authority. Socialism In 
Sparta was on tho whole a failure; 
but it produced some fruits, for which 
the world Is the better. The lesson 
which this .experiment, extending over 
several ceiituriles. teaches Is not favor- 
able to tho teachings of modern So- 
cialists. . .„. 



UNKNOWN LANDS 

(I'irst Article) 
During the last few years so much 
information lias been obtained con- 
cerning portions of Canada that, in 
the opinion of most, iieople, wore re- 
garded as useles.s, that it seems alto- 
gether prohable that there arc otlier 
part.-3 of the world wlilch, when they 
are better known, will be sei'n lo bo 
fitted by and bye to play a far more 
important part in human history than 
they have iiitlierto done. Therefore we 
propose to print a series of brief arti- 
cles upon unknown, or perhaps more 
correctly speaking, little known lands. 
That selected for today Is Arabia. 

To most of lis Arabia Is little more 
than a geographical expression. We 
know where It Is, and we associate it 
with sandy deserts and wandering 
tribes, and look upon it as being for 
the moat part ono of tlio waste parts 
of the earth. This is an erroneous 
idea, although a very great deal has 
yet to be learned about a very great 
part of the country. .-Vrabia has an 
area of about a million and a (luar- 
ter square miles, liut only a compar- 
atively small part of it lias been llior- 
ouglily exploriMl. It lies in the great 
desert zone, which extends from the 
Atlantic to the North Paelllc ocean, 
;md Includes the Sahara, tlie desert re- 
gions of I'ersia and Central Asia as 
well as Araliia; but just as throughout 
other parts of this zone, there are iuili- 
itable areas, where at first sight all 
would appear to be hopeless desola- 
tion, so fuller exploration than has 
yet been mado may show the existence 
of many such places In the Interior of 
this great peninsula, where tho map- 
makers have marked the country as 
ii.-eloss. One reason for believing that 
the country is for tlie most part a 
great waste; is the absence of perman- 
ent rivers, nearly all llie streams dry- 
ing up during a ii.-irt of the yo;ir. There 
;u-e very nian\- gi'eat driod-up w.ater 
courses, Iti which at ono time largo 
rivers must lia\-e llowed. Tlio absence 
of permanent rivers is duo to the ab- 
sence of forests, but the existence of 
these old river beds is almost con- 
clusive iirciuf lliat llic country was at 
I'lie time hea\-il.\- forested. 'Liie (-iL-vu- 
Ihin of the interior is \-ery cnisider- 
Mble, some e>xteiisi\-(; plal<'aux being 
;i,00(! fort imd more ril.ove I lie s.vi level 
I'pon some of tiiese rain has never 
been known to fall; day after day and 
>ear after year tho sky presents the 
same perfect cloudless serenity. In 
such places there Is absolutely no 
trace of vegetation, ,ln other exten- 
sive localities 'there Is' an annual rainy 
seiison, and tlie crops produced vafy 
with tlio altitude, aimost everything In 
tlio vegetaljlo line being successfully 
cultivated. There ;ire also vast 
stretciies of splendid pasture liinds, 
where tlio grasses aie inti-rmiiiglod 
with fragrant aromatic lierljs. \\'hat 
the extent of these areas is can be 
llxed only approximately. On the 
higher levels winter frosts are of tre- 
Muent occurrence, imt tliey are never 
\-ery severe or long continued. Projier- 
ly speaking, there is no winter in any 
part of the country. In very many 
place's tile soil Is i->{ great fertility 
and yields luxuriantly, notwithstand- 
ing the very imperfect system of ag- 
riculture practiced by tlie iieople. 

A general description of tlie country 
Is as follows: It Is a. table land, fiom- 
mod In.by lew njourilains, whicli are 
almost wholly, barren '.where they face 
tlio Bep..; .'VVlthln'^ the mountains Is a 
range of •;aese.rt,. whlph''ext.e.nt|B (almost 
without' a break' a.11 around the penin- 
sula, except nt the north, and broad- 
ening at tile soutli and east into a 
vast tr.act of ljurniiig sand, witli only 
a few oases scattered tlirougli it. 
Uoughly sjicalcing. lli.-"io mountains 
and the desi'rt urea are estimated to 
nccuijy two-tliirils of tlic surfaee ot 
tlie cntintr.N', llie remaining lliird, 
wiiicli is consldoraliiy larger tlian 
Britisli Columlila, being, as far as is

It is interesting to liutw, 
however, thai palm trei.'s doarisli in 
many jjlacos, notwllhstantiing liT? un- 
projiltlous nature of tlic surf.u-3 if Uio 
ground, and iho absence -f rainjall, a 
fact which indicates tliat there is 
moisturo beneath the sands. This may 
come to tlie surface somewhere and 
make the land liabitabin. 

The population of tills country is 
estimated at from 3,000,000 to l;;,000,- 
000. Tho ISncyclopaodia Brltannlca 
puts 9,000,000 as un approximately, cor- 
rect figure. The history of Arabia ex- 
tends nearly twenty centuries before 
the beginning of the Christian Era, 
and a mass of traditions profess to 
carry It back to an almost Illimitable 
past, when a race of giants peopled the 
land. The present Inliabitants are not 
aboriginals, and wliilo it is hopeless to 
disllngulsli what is true and wliat is 
pure fable in tho stories, wliicii have 
come down from very ancient times. 
It is eerlaln that tlie races, which or- 
iginally oceujiii'd tlie country, have 
utterly disappeared.

The 
srirl who Is really ambltiou.-; to secure

;iturc slio can stand. No one — not 
■evenk an e.\periencod physician — can 
determine the amount of! endurance 
against cold or heat, but nature will 
cry "Enough!" This graduated bath 
should take at least eight minutes, 
and in time the patient 'Will find her- 
self ready for tho cold plunge. 

Where tho use of a bathroom can 
not be secured every day — and many 
young \vomcn who board face Just this 
proposition — let her Invest in a heavy 
bath ni.at, made from Turkish towel 
iiig and, standing on this, take a quick 
sponge. 

After the bath and rubdown, there 
may still remain chilly sensation-s. Tho 
natural tendency is to dress as rapidly 
as possible, liut the real water cure 
girl is now ready for her first exer- 
cise, which employs the towel with 
Avhich she has been rubbing down. 
Grasp tlic toweU drawn taut like a, 
ropo, in both haiyls- Raise It. over the 
liead, and drop It behind the neck, 
with the hands as close together as 
possible. Thfow back tho head, hold 
the body stralgftit, and see-saw tho 
-towel from right to left, keeping tho 
arms, stiff,^ and breathing deeply. At 
first will reciutre much effort to 
keepVthe head erect and l:hc hands 
closia together, but tlie result of per- 
severance will bo a supple waist, 
straight shoulders, flesh on the shoul- 
der blades and a more erect carriage. 

Next, slip th<! hands out to tlie ends 
of tho towel, or if tho towel is very 
long, as far as the- hands can be 
stretched and still have a solid grip. 
Then stand on tip-too - and, breathing 
deeply, swing the arms, which must 
not bend at tho elbow, in a see- 
saw motion from right to left. 

Third, lie flat on the floor, face 
downward. Bend tho knees 30 that the 
feet are up in the air. Takinsf the 
.towel in either hand, flins It back, so 
that It catches around tho ankles. The 
head and feet are now In the air, the 
arms aitd the legs turned backward, 
and the body fotrmlng a fair represent- 
ation of a cradle, with the abdomen 
resting on the floor. Now .-ock back 
and forth gently, with the ablonien as 
the base of the movement. One or two 
motions will suflice for the initial trial, 
and the worker should relax complete 
ly before trying it ag;\in. This stretch 
OS the musc!e.~, and increases the 
lieight. but it must l)c practiced Willi 
discretion, and tho patient should not 
exhaust liorself. 

If there exists the slightest tendency 
to catarrh, she is now ready to treat 
lier nostrils and throat with water 
from which tho cliill has been renin v 
ed. If the tendency is not pronoimced 
she uses puro water or salt and water.

A .small air-chamber presses 
out tho w.'Uer, -when tlio douche Is a])- 
plled to the nostrils, and there is no 
.sudden shock to the delicate mem- 
br.-ine of the nose and throat, but .a 
gentle flushin.g. 

And now the patient is ready for 
lier .second hIuss of cold water, wlili.'h 
she drinks while dressing. At inter- 
vals during tho rest of (he day she 
win drink six more glasses of water, 
making eight in all.

Needlework Notes 



Puree of Lentils. 
Two quarts of stock broth, one quart 
milk, one <iuart of lentils, two onions, 
one head of celery, a llttlo grated nut- 
meg, two ounces of butter and a lit- 
tle roux. Wash well and pick the len- 
tils, then place them in a stewpan with 
two <iuarts stock broth and some sea- 
soning. Let them simmer gently into 
a pulp, then add the milk. Cut up the 
onions and celery into small pieces, 
place them in a stewpan with two 
ounces butter and fry them a light 
brown. When sufliclently cooked add 
them to the lentils in tho stock broth, 
boil together 20 minutes, then add a 
little roux and a llttlo grated nutmeg; 
lot simmer ope-h.alf hour and strain 
through a fine hair sieve, bring to a 
boil and servo 

Cream of Carrot Soup. 

Wash and scrub three modium-slncd 
carrots slice them thinly; put them 
in a saucepan with one cup of WPter. 
one tablespoonful of butter, one slice 
of onion and a small bay leaf; cover 
closely; let simmer until tender; rub 
through a strainer, reserving the water 
which the carrots were cooked; adti 
uie strained carrots and tlie hot water 
together: return it to the hre; if thicls 
add one cup of hot water: put one and 
one-half tablespoonfuls of butter In a 
small pan; when hot add llic same 
amount of flour and stir until smooth:

ful of flour cooked smooth with a 
scant tablespoonful of butter; tho 
yolks of two eggs beaten light and 
two he.-iiiing tablespoonfuls of Par- 
mesan cheese. Cover the layer of as- 
paragus Willi this, dust lightly with 
cayenne, put in the rest of the aspar- 
agus, arranged as bcfor>-; pour the re- 
mainder of the sauce on this and sUt 
the cruniH that have been dried in the 
oven on the top of all. Bake, cover- 
ed, for 10 minutes, then brown dell- 
cattdv. 

This is a savory entree and nuicli 
liked bv those who have eaten it in 
Italv. Parmesan cheese must be used 
in tbi.' inanufacture; no other kind 
will give the right llavor. 

With a cake cutler cut rounds of 
stale French bread an inch and a 
halt thick. With a cutter a siKc small- 
er murk a circle in the centre of 
each round to the depth of an inch. 
Carefully take out the crumb de- 
fined by this circle, leaving a well- 
rounded well, with a thin layer of 
bread at tho bottom, fry these to a 
light, even brown In salted fat, and 
nil with the following mixture: 

I''en- ruling, cool; the tip.s of a bunch 
of asparagus tender in water to which 
you ha\-e' added a little salt and a 
teaspoonful of butter. Drain, jiepper; 
mix with a rich drawn butler; return 
to tho fire, and when it slnimers stir 
Into it (carefully, not to break the 
tips) a beaten egg. .Simmer for a 
minute; arrange the hot "cups" oil a 
heated platter and till them with the 
mixture. 

Serve very hot. Vrui may improve 
the entree by sifting Parmesan cheese 
over tho lUled cups and setting In tho 
oven for a minute. It Is very good 
prepared either wii.v. 

A Scallop of Asparagus 

Leave but an Inch of the stalk be- 
low the tender part of the ti|)S. Cook 
tender in boiling w.ater, salted, adding 
a bit of butter at the end of 10 niln 
ntes. Drain and disiiose .i layer In ; 
well liuttered bakedisli. lhi\-e' ready 
six eggs tiolled hard. Rub llie yolks to 
jiouder, season willi pepper and sail 
.•mil .strew thickly over the aspargus. 
Dot with butter and put in the rest 
of the asparagus. Pour over the top 
a cupful of milk boated lo scalding, 
then thicken with a roux made by 
stirring together in a pan over tho 
fire a groat • spoonful' of butter with 
a tablespoonful -bf flour. Cover this 
sauce with very thin dry crumbs, 
ptick 'btts of butter in it, pepper .and 
sift 'Parmesan cheese over all. Bake 
for 15 minutes, covered, in a brisk 
oven, ^l\?rv uncoyef ftnd browr^ lightly.

Tho men abated their demand for a 
nine-hour work day, and the railroads, 
promised an advance over their pre- 
vious proposal to the pay of baggage- 
men, flagmen and brakomen of $1.50 
per month.

Last year the Do- 
minion Coi.i r;ompany attempted this, 
wltli a good deal of success, and now 
this company has arranged with the 
Canadian Paciflc for further importa- 
tions. Tho men are to be of a superior 
class, and tho company Is to pay the 
railway company so much per head 
upon tholr being landed at Glace Bay, 
N.

Tho conductors and motormen of 
the Ottawa Street Hallway have is:v\ 
their wages Increased. Tho. Increase 
Is a voluntary one on tho part of the 
company. The new schedule goes into 
effect on May 1 and 6, 17% cents an 
hour for the first vpor, 1S',£ oent.s per 
hour for tho secc.nd year, and Itl'.i 
cents for the third year. Two cents 
per hour extra will be paid for Sunday 
worlc. 'I'lie company abso pays tho 
cost of the uniforms for all men over 
live >f ars in the service, and half the 
cost for others.

Barely four years havo pttssod since 
tho lirst jieirol-propelled motor-omni- 
bus may bo said to havo been regu- 
larly worked in public service In this 
country. Development has proceeded 
rapidly, but it must;, be recognized, 
said Mr. Worby.SeftUTOS'nt at tho In- 
stitution of Mechanical Enginers, that 
tho experience galnod.-wlth ,tho light 
motor-cars, and In : later years with 
tho larger cotnmerclal-'" Vehicles, ha^ 
furnished the practical knowledge 
which alone has made It possible to 
construct tho modern motor-omnibus. 
Within tho last ■ two years tho num- 
ber of petrol omnil.nises in Greater 
London havo Increased from a nogli- 
.gll.do luimbe rof small vehicles to 705 
in .ai-tiiai commission. Tliese, at the 
Iire.si'Ut rate of jjatronage, aro enrry- 
iii.g about IS5 millions of pa.ssengers 
lier year, which is equal to carrying 
tho wlioio population about tlilrty- 
seven times in the year. Tiio otiinlbus- 
os run from 1)0 to 120 miles per day, 
or from 30,000 to over 40,000 miles 
per year. In one year tho engines of 
these omnibuses- will make from about 
230,000,000 to ' 260,000,000 revolutions, 
and at the end of thaf^tlm© the cylin- 
ders of many are in perfect working 
condition. Cohsiderlng that this 
moans about 2,000 millions of strokes 
of the four pistons in every engine, 
it may be fairly claimed that tlu' per- 
formances of many of thcso delicate 
engines fiir exceeds that of tmy prl.t.e 
mover ever bel'ore put to ,any Iclnd of 
worlc, ami tlitit it is more than aston- 
ishing wlien the conditions und-'>r 
wliieli till, \yorl; is done aro romem- 
bereil. On iill the liOiulon mo'or-om- 
riiliuses seats tire providi'd for thlrty- 
fonr passongor.s, not Including the 
driver, and a seat for an occasional 
learner at his side. Tlie weight un- 
laden varies from 4 1-4 to 4 1-2 tons. 
There aro now in the possession of 
the several companies In London 
alone over 800 motor-omnibuses, 
nearly all of which have been made 
during thee last three years. There 
ate in use now not less than twenty- 
four different makes of omnibuses 
constructed by a similar number of 
builders, and of this number twenty- 
two !irc driven by petrol-onglncs and 
two by steam-engines; or, considered 
numerically, there aro 95 per cent of 
tlie forme rtype to 5 per cent of tho 
latter. No electrically-propoled om- 
nilais lias yet been successfully run, 
.and those of the petrol-proiielled 
type, with different forin.-; of electric 
transmission-gear, havo yet to bo 
use.] t.) sii.,w to what extent tho im- 
prove. ni-nts (.xpected will be realized.

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The dissolution. .came ''^aulteiBuaderi- 
ly In tho year 1045." The govornmerit 
brought In a bill to removo tho 
.Shakespeare Ktatuo from Leicester 
square, and place therein one of Shaw. 
The Irish parly refused a hearing to 
any bill proposing to replace a romuv- 
ablo. Besides, they declared they were 
averse to all bills, on principle. Bills 
were mostly extortion' and led to the 
union, and everybody, Mlsther Speak- 
er, sor, knew their opinion o£ the unlop. 
The opposition suggested an amend- 
ment—that the word "Shaw" be excis- 
ed and tlie words "JIario CorelU" bo 
inserted. A .siiatoli vote upset the gov- 
ernment, is.jvoral supporters of tlie 
ministry raited. Spcalciug of the min- 
istry, a member explained their atti- 
tude. "Shaw," ho said, "wrote for 
himself, know what he meant, and kept 
It a secret from everybody; whereas 
Z\Iarie Coielii wrote for the publishers, 
hadn't the .siiglUcst idea what .she 
inoanli and was tlierefiu'o perfectly 
understood by the imblic." The gov- 
ernment being defeated were natural- 
ly expected to retain olfice. They did 
not — the only original action of which 
they had been guilty In a lengthly ten- 
ure of office. 

As tho world knows, tho woman's 
suffrage bill was passed In tho year 
1920. It was of so sweeping ii ciiar- 
actor that It was known as the fran- 
chise spring cleaning bill. It gave uni- 
versal suffrage to women, and iier- 
mlttcd females to stand for tho lower 
house. However, women were soon 
tired of standing, as no one offered 
them seats. Tholr own sex invariably 
voted against them. In tho twenty-five 
years since tho passing of tlio bill only 
one womtin has boon admitted to the 
house of commons. She w.as a char- 
woman, and engaged professionally. 

The dissolution being unexpected, no 
candidate had been selected for tho 
South Loamshlre division. Tho sitting 
member was retiring. In this ho was 
merely (Mirryiuf; out tho natur.al bi'nt 
of his cli.ir.acter. He had been retiring 
ail Ills life, tlicroforo tin invaluable 
supporter of the ministry. Ho had 
only spoken once in the house In the 
thirty years of his parliamentary ca- 
reer. He rose then to explain that he 
had not hurled the offensive expression 
"Beer, beer!' 'at the honorable member 
from Berehavon. What he had said 
was "Hear, he.ar." The explanation 
was received by an appeased house. 

The time was short and the secre- 
tary of the party cand' late selection 
committee was overworked. Tho dls- 
solutio^n was proclaimed In June, and a 
election must of necessity be over be-

The section of the .British press 
wlileh Is in sympathy with the policy 
of tariff reform and colonial preferenee as 
prom 11 Iga ted hy the Hon. .loseph l^liaiii- 
herhiin are loudly apidaiiding the speech 
recently delivered by Lord Mliner, former 
IIIl'Ii Conimifisloner for Soutli Africa, at 
JIanchester in which he made a strong 
plea fur Imperialism nnd Social ■Reform. 

It is asserted that Ills speech lias placed 
him In the front rank of British idates- 
inen, and should sucli a tiling hapjien that 
Jlr. Chiimherlaln Is not aide to take up the 
ennipalfjii where he was compolleil to 
abandon it thnuigli ill health the name of 
l/oril .Mllner i.s hroii;.-lit furward as the 
le,.,'ioa! leader e.f the tariff reform— fair 
trade party in -I^higlanil. 

It was in l.'^O", when Mr. Cliaralierlaln 
was nt the head of tho Colonial Office, 
that he selected Lord (then .Sir Alfred) 
Mllner for the i loverriorslilp of Cape Col- 
ony and Ili^'h ComnilssioncrKhlp of South 
Africji. nnd his career has amply JuHtitled 
Mr. C'liamhcrlaln's dlseernmcnt hi the 
cliidce. Knowing his ability and courage, 
doulitless tliere is no one he would sooner 
BO'.' taking up Ills great work of fiscal Tc- 
forni tlinn Lord .Mllner. It will be remem- 
li'.reil that when Mr. Clinmherlain resign- 
ed the Colonial Secretaryslil|), Lord Mllner 
was asked to snccecd lilm, but lie ilccllued, 
believing that his duty was to remain In 
South Africa. That post he was after- 
wards compelled to give up owing to 111- 
bcalth. 

The London Times referring editorially 
to tho aianehester speech, said:

'No truth needs to toe 
more Impressed on the people of this coun- 
try, espociall.v In these days of crude, un- 
enll;rlitcncd, insnlnr minded Scclallsm. No 
one is liltely to realize tiie iieee.-;,-ity of so- 
cial hetternient la this country better than 
the man of genuine Imperial instincts. Tlo^ 
man wiio <'ares for the IJiupire, as Lord 
Mllner finely salil. will also ilesire that

freedom of trade within the Empire 
arose from the investigations of the 
Tariff Commission. A systematic at- 
tempt was being made by manufactiir- 
crs to induce the Minister of Finance 
to consent to rnuke ^3trlo■us advances 
in the tariff, and among other things 
to neutralize Oiq effect of the British 
preference. 

"Tile British liroference, to mind, 
was the most important inca.surc in 
tariff legislation since the ascendancy 
that had been obtained by the politi- 
cal economist.'? of the Cobden school. 
It swept away the cobweb of theory 
which denied th(! wisdom of malving 
the tariff in any w:iy an instrument of 
national policy, and wliich placed fet- 
ters upon the freedom of our public 
men to recognizo their national afflll- 
ntions In shaping the fln'ancial ' policy 
of the country. 

"The original form In whicli this pre- 
ference was proposed- aid .not contem- 
plate the formal recognition of na- 
tionality as the basis of the preference, 
although the practical effect was In- 
tended to be to grant favors to our 
friends In the Mother Country who 
have always admitted us to their mar- 
kets without artificial restrictions. 
Treaties in the Way. 

"The existence of a number of trea- 
ties stipulating favored nation treat- 
ment inade It Impos.siblc to base the 
distinction upon anything but national 
allegiance, and there were two treaties 
then in existence 'which made It Im- 
possible to graiit any favors oven to 
the countries undo? our' own flae- Pub- 
lic opinion, however, would not permit 
these treaties to stand In the way of 
such a national movement, and the 
British government was forced to de- 
nounce tho Belgian and German trciit- 
les which stipulated in favor of these 
two foreign countries, not only the 
treatment of the most favored foreign 
nation, but the treatment of the other 
countries of our own nation. 
■ 'IWhen t?%ese two treaties were tl <- 
nounced, the coast was clear to grant 
a preference to' all British countries 
upon purely natlomil grounds, wni i' it 
is still impossible to grant favors to 
any sin.gle nation without upsetting 
practically all the Iroaties that are in 
e.xlstence with tho other nations of the 
■world. Although, however, the British 
preference Is now based upon national 
prounds, it has also a very solid justl- 
llcatlon in tho generous trade policy 
that prevails In the Mother Country, 
which admit.s all our produce, and In- 
deed the produce of nearly all other 
countries, free of duty to her markets. 

"The strongest arguments In Canada 
for the adoption of protective duties lay 
in the fact that it was regarded as a 
great injustice to the people of Canada 
that wo should admit tho .manufactur- 
ers of the United States into our mar- 
icets, at very low revenue duties, while 
they excluded us from competition in 
their markets by hic;h protective or 
prohibitive duties. W'liether economi- 
cal or not, our people made up their 
tnind that this treatment of our people 
was not fair, and they resolved to put 
an end to it. 

"It might seem, however, that if we 
were jiistiflod In putting high duties 
on American manufactures because 
they put tliem upon ours, we should at 
tho same tinio have kept our duties low- 
on imports from tho Mother Country 
which admitted us frcc of duty to Iior 
markets. And this would very likol.v 
have been done, but for the doctrine 
of tho Cobden school, which forced us 
to treat Imports from all countries 
alike, and consetiucntly the tariff! rates 
on American imports had to bo levied, 
also on import.s from the United King- 
dom. 

Cobdcni.sm and the Preference. 

"This doctrine has been shattered 
by Mr. Fleldintj's British preter.Mico, 
and our only oonipiaint is tliat it has 
not gone far enouKh, but that duties 
havo been rclained on Britisii imports, 
not fm' revenue alouo, but for the ex- 
jires.'i jinrj)()S(^ of protecting manufac- 
turers from the competition of otlu-r 
British countries. 

"Tho movonient we Intend to now 
pet on foot is to nitcriy abolish ail 
tlie:'!' protective duties as against Brit- 
ish countries, widle v.'e will leave it 
optional to roiain iiuties on foreign 
Imports if wo denire. No one Jolnin? 
our movement will bo reoulrod to hold 
any particular view upon tariff legis- 
lation as against foreign coimlrirs. 
Wo hope to liave the siipport nf those 
wiio hfliove in fren trade puro and 
h;irni5le wltli all cnuiitrlos, Imt we hope 
hitill nioro to have tlio support of tlio 
great niasH of tlie peoplo v.'lio may bo 
willing to retain protective duties 
against tho foreigner, while they will 
light for their abolition as against all 
British countries. 

"A» far as Canada is concornrd Ihi'ro 
ouglit to be no diliicully about getting 
tho suppoi't of free-traders pure and 
Kimple, becaii.so if they believe in free 
trade all round they must consldcn free 
trade within the Empire as"-our first 
stop. For my part, free trade all round 
Is' not our ultimate goal; or, at all 



we shall certainly not object to such 
duties being Imi)osed If the people of 
tlie United Kingdom reeoK'ilzo that 
thero Ik u sound political o1)Ject to be 
Rained by making a distinction be- 
tween British countries and foreign, 
which In their case, can be done only 
by putting a duty on foreign Imports. 

"We are not tliercfore free-traders 
out and out, because WO recognize that 
it is quite legltini.ito to make a differ- 
ence lietwcen our own people and for- 
eigner.s; but on tiie other hand, we do 
not propose to wait until such duties 
are imposed before calling for further 
reductions In the Canadian tariff 
against British countries. And we are 
not what have been called fair-traders, 
because we do not propose, under any 
circumstances, to admit foreigners to 
the benefits of tho low tariff, which we 
shall adODt within the Empire. 

"Wo cannot afford to wait for the re- 
duction of duties on British imports 
coming Into Canada until duties .are 
imposed on forogn imports coming into 
the United Kingdom, because indus- 
tries will, under that system, bo allow- 
ed to grow up In Canada that have no 
right to exist, unless they can compete 
on perfectly even terms with every 
other British country. The longer we 
delay, the greater hold these iiulu.stries 
tliat cannot exist without protection 
again.st tho other countries of our own 
nation must get; thorotore, tho greater 
injury will be done to our commerce 
when the time comes, as come it must, 
when these duties have to be repealed. 
It can be easily shown that all the 
manufacturing Industries that arc 
worth having in Canada can maintain 
themselves in .spite of the competition 
of the other Britisii countries, and as to 
tlie face of such competition, wo hope 
to see them brought to a painless death 
at the earliest possible moment. 
A Timely Warning 
"I have told my protectionist 
friends that It might bo reasonable to 
make the reduction of duties upon 
such cases of goods gradual, so as to 
give time, and opportunity to tlioso 
wlio have either their capital or their 
labor invested therein to gradually 
transfer them to other industries of a 
nature to be permanently more profit- 
able. Some of them resent .sucli a 
metiiod of treatment, and say they 
would prefer tliat tho reduction should 
be in.stani;mcoiis. If they prefer it 
so wo certainly need not object. On 
this point we may give them tlieir 
choice, but thoy must dlstinctlv un- 
derstand that. If our views ijre\;i.Il, 
these protective duties are doomed and 
we shall proceed in the most incx- 
oril.i.'e manner to utterly root out pro- 
tective duties of this character wheth- 
er it sliail be limnedlate or gradual Is 
a mere auo.slion of detail. What M'C 
aim at is to havo the people recog- 
nize that these duties cannot Ijc de- 
fended In prlneipei and that tlio neces- 
sary measures must be ad.ii)ted to ut- 
terly aboiisli them. It is on tliose 
grounds that wc asi< members to join 
this movement, and I am convinced 
that wlien the suljjoct has lioen decent- 
ly discussed, t!ie great mass of the 
Canadian people will recognize that 
ours Is the onlj- policy tliat will stand 
the test of thorougli investigation, and 
the only policy consistent with tho 
permanent economic Interests of the 
people of Canada. 

"There are abundant signs that our 
views aro likely to prevail In the great 
and growing west. We think wo can 
show tliat the people of tho west have 
a imic-h greater interest in free ti-Mde 
witliiii tlio ICiDDire tlian in fr(>o trade 
with the United .Slates. On this point 
also the people need some education 
and that education it will bo part of 
tlio ol)Ject of our organization to af- 
ford.

Form of Orcjanization, * 

"The form I would suggest for or- 
ganization is tliat we should form as 
many clubs as possible, cvei'y nieni- 
bor to ho a direct member of the gen- 
eral organizatimi to which ho must 
pay 25 cents. Whatever the local foo 
charged for membership is Ic^bo, the 
remainder should be undec'the?control 
of tho local club, Every member," as 
far as iiossible, should sign a card 
(he size of a post card, which should 
be forwarded to tho general secretary. 

•^Later on, wo may hope to under- 
take the publication of a montlily or 
weekly periodical, the suliseriliers to 
wliieh should pay fifty cents a year. 

"The central committee should Ivoel) 
In active toucli with every branch, 
and should sujiiiiy tlicm with such 
literature as can be procured, and 
with statical and other Information 
bearing on tlio question. As soon as 
our membership la largo enough, wc 
should endeavor to use our Inlluence 
in the selection of candidates for par- 
liament, or tn obtaining promises from 
candl'datos of all parties that they will 
endeavor to promote our objects, 

'I think wo shall bo able to get a 
mcmber.ship of perhaps 40,000 through- 
out the Dominion, and wo iniBht tlien 
bo consulted In a choice of members 
of parilnment, and might even put up 
candidates of our own in (Minstituen- 
eies which might apply to us for ad- 
vice in the matter. 

We must trv to avoid the encourage- 
ment of too strict attachment to loc- 
al candidates, and wc must try to use 
our influence to lili the House of Com- 
mons and all the legislatures with men 
of training and ability, and In this 
way aiipeal to tho Intelligence of the 
people throughout Canada." 

A Sample Letter 

Professor Macnaughten's letter was 
as follows: 

"Dear .Mr. MeGoun — I am extremely 
sorrv not to lie atile to attend tlie 
meeting on 'I'^rec Trade with tho Em- 
pire,' hut 1 arranged a week ago to 
leave Montreal for a few days on 
Thursday afternoon. 

"I the more regret my unavoidable 
absence, as there Is, I think, a ten- 
dency to regard such a propostil as 
mainly a question between Great Brit- 
ain and some Individual colony; 
whereas, In my opinion, desliahlo as 
freedom of trade is lietwcen tho 
Mother Country and Canada, it is at 
least equally desirable between the 
great self-governing colonics. 

Take tlie case of Australia and Can- 
ada. ICacli of tliese countrie.'- is nnilly 
an empire in itself; eacli (owing to 
differences of season iiiid climate) 
produces much which the other is in 
need of; each is becoming increasing- 
ly important commercially as well as 
nationally. Each can only attain the 
full fruition of its individual power.s 
by the aid and co-operation oC tho 
other. It seems to me, therefore, that 
if the movement which you are in- 
augurating were to result in nothing 
more than greater fredom of trade be- 
tween the Dominion and the Common- 
wealth, it would bo abundantly worth 
promoting. 'United we stand, divided 
we fall.' " 

Views of Other Supporters 

Mr. Palisser, of Lacliule, although a 
'protectionist, declared liimself In fa- 
\'or of free trade between Great Brit- 
ain and Canada. 

Dr. Alex Johnson said- he .was In 
full sympathy with the movement. Ho 
believed there was no greater Jusliil- 
catlon for barriers to Intercourse be- 
tween the United Kingdom and Can- 
ada than between Ontario and Quebec. 

Professor I'^lux was symiiallietic 
with the movement so far as the ob- 
ject was to remove obstacles to free 
trade within tlic lOiiipIre. The onl^■ 
doubt he bad was whether it would 
not tend to weaken Imiierial sentiment 
if we :ip|ienred to interfere with the 
libert.v of tlu; Canadian iieople to regu- 
late their own notions of tlu^ interests 
of the people. Canadians were very 
jealous of any altemiit to interfere 
with tlie full control of tlieir t.-u-ifT, 

i\Ir. .M cBacliIen, a.s .a free trader, was 
prcjiarcd to give his heartiest .support 
to the movement. _I-Ie believed it 
would form a valuatfle bond to unite 
the countries of tho Empire closer to- 
gether. 

Mr. Williams was entirely In sym- 
pathy with the general tenor of the 
chairman's outline. He Inquired 
whetlK^r anything had been put for- 
ward tis indicating what rate might 
bo regardeii as a revenue tariff rate. 

Tile eliainnan replied that it was not 
possible at tlie outset to bo too pre- 
cise oil such a point. Mis own investi- 
gation made liiin consider that l.'i ])er 
cent siiould be ample as a re\-enue rate 
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on ordinary liii|)orts. But ;i gr- 
ject would bo to simplify the 
and reduce the number of class( 
which the rates were divided, 
plause. ) 

Mr. Hardy was strongly in f;i\-nr of 
the lioilcy of free trade wiHiin the 
Empire, though lie favored a l.-irllT 
against foreign countries. lie haii 
read a paper on this siilijert liefore 
the chambre <le coriinierei', whieli will 
well received.

Wars of the Future 

. ,_Sir,Hiram,Maxim.Says^They'jl Be. Fougiit in the Air 
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'"['he wars of the future will be 
fought in llie air. 'Plie ehii't wcniiion 
used will undouliledly be sometliing 
in the n.aturc! of an aerial toriieilo. 
Tills is inevitable, and It will come 
about soon. And the lirst man to dis- 
cover and to perfect navigable 
aerial torpedo will change the color- 
ing of the. map of the whole world." 

These , were tho weighty worda tit- 
tered by that eminent authority. Sir 
Hiram Maxim, with whom the write'* 
recently discussed tho warfare of the 
future. 

If there is nothing more awful than 
the realization of war, tliero are few 
subjects more fascinating to conteiii- 
plato in the alistraet, and to speculate 
ujion. than the pntentl.'illties of seier.:'e 
wiieii applied lo wiiol(>.saio slaugliter. 

It is harfl to imagine tliat any "prog- 
ress" can bo made In tho development 
of the awful engines of ilestruclion 
whieli exist today, that there Is any 
l^ossilile inii)r5vement which can ren- 
der their efficiency more terrible. One 
ciinnot conceive, for instance, how a 
Maxim gun, cajiaide of dealing death, 
at a distance at which it can hardly 
be scon, to possibly hundreds of men 
a minute, could bo well Improved up- 
on. Impossible would It bo for tho 
student to suppose that science has 
exliauslod her Infernal expedients, or 
tliat we shall have long to wait for 
new and improved "resources of civlll- 
ziition." 

It was consideration of tho dend- 
leel; which would appear to have been 
ani\-e(l at In tiiese I'ireumstances that 
led the writer te' ^eelc out Sfr Hiram 
Maxim. .\ not niinalural eurioslfy to 
glean an inkling of the {lireellon from 
which seientisls anticipate "progress," 
if any, iiiust also lie admltled, 

'file Inventor of file Maxim gun per- 
mits liimself to dogmatize upon this 
question. There are, he says, <-ertain 
limitations imposed upon engineers by 
Xatnre, and so far as gtin.s, as we 
know them, are concerned, these lini- 
itatious have been nearly ,if not quite, 
reached. Uf maintains tliat wc have 
arrived al the iioinl when mere me- 
chanical ingenuity can do no more. 
Practically tho only Improvements 
which could uaofully take place In the 
construction of gims necessitate tho 
<liscovery of a now metal or substance 
vastly different from anything known 
today. 

There Is not the least doubt, de- 
clares the inventor, that now, having 
practically exhausted nature's re- 
."jourcfs In one direction, we must look 
to another Held of operation altogether 
to furnish us with scope for further 
experiments. What wo may next ox- 
Iieet, he conndenify assiTts, therefore, 
is something In ihi: nature of an aerial 
torpi'do. ."-'.omething small and rela- 
llvely Inexpensive In itself, wllich will 
lie able to deal death and destruction 
in tlie form of dynamite bombs or 
other powerful explosives, over tho 
whole face of the earth. It was in 
this connection tliat referring to n 
large globe of the world which stood 
at ills elhow. the veteran specialist 
made use of the words which form tiie 
lext of this artiido. 

As he warmed to the .subject, Sir 
Hiram contrasted flie conditions which 
now iirevall with those whieli wc may 
pxiieet oiie(! the coufiuest of the air 
lias been effected. Xowailays, lie point- 
ed out, if Great l!rii;iln waiifod to 
bombard Boston, for Inslanee, slie 
would send out perliaiis three men-of- 



war to undertake the task. Each of 
these would bo worth £1,000,000. In a 
couple of hours' bombardment they 
might effect £1,000,000 worth of dam- 
age. At the end of that time thc^r 
guns would be sending shells "heao- 
ovor-heols, as one throws a club, all 
over tho place." Perhaps a few 
cruisers might then come up witli now 
guns, and your battleships would stand 
a good chance of being captured or 
sunk. In this case, "it would cost you, 
roughly, throe millions of money to do 
£1,000,000 worth of damage to your 
o|)i)onent." Tho large guns of the navy 
.savs Sir Hiram, are worn out and 
.slioot erratically after only CO charges 
ha\'c been lired from tbcni. 

Look, on tlio other hand, at the 
lia\'oc which will be wrought by the 
aerial torpedo wlicn it comes. Imagine 
tho state of a town wliicli is attacked 
by half a dozen mechanical monsters 
out of reach. In the heavens, constant- 
ly dropping Into it dynamite bombs, 
each one, perhaps, capable of wrecking 
whole districts. Defence or retalla- 
.tlon of any sort will be utterly Impos- 
sible, and the cost of wiping out a 
town will be inconsiderable as com- 
pared with the expense of present-day 
warfare. 

According to Sir Hiram Maxim, the 
Invention Indicated is Inevitable. "Wc 
liavo already," he says, "demonstrated 
the i)0s,silillit y of aerial navigation, 
and iiave (?iimlnalcd most of the seri- 
ous obstacles which iiiilltated against 
its practicability in the past. Wo have 
now everything we need in the way 
of initial knowledge and data, and, In 
a word, It Is now only a question of 
exiieriments." 

lOvon more disquieting Is the prog 
nosticatlon, delivered with tiimost 
equal certainty, as to tho nation which 
will be "first in tlie field." "There was 
a time," says Sir Hiram, "when every 
thing suggested that Groat Britain 
would be the first to solve tho problem. 
That time has gone by." We still havo 
the men who know most of the sub 
ject, and Who have experimented for 
years. Not unnaturally, however, they 
are. In most cases, unable and unwlll 
Ing to Incur the enormous financial 
outlay necessary. Now, when British 
ers aro just slacking off for want of 
encouragement tmd assistjuice, the 
Germans under the sjiecial patronage 
of the Kaiser, aro hard at work upon 
the problem, and may be expected to 
display tlieir characteri.stic tenacity 
and Ingenuity until useful results are 
.attained. The government of the fa- 
therUand will, in the matured opinion 
of Sir Hiram Maxim, see tli.at no 
money is spared, and the best scien- 
tllic ;uid mechanical brains In the 
land be requisitioned .and employed in 
a herculean attempt to wrest from na- 
ture the secret, first possession of 
which will make Germany absolute 
mistress of tho world. 

Bad as thoy are, the Itorrors of war 
are as nothing to what even now they 
might be made. Scientists have far 
more deadly weapons at hand, which 
tlie.v have no intention of u.sing, than 
any of tlie destriK'tive macHilnes in ii.so. 
By way of Illustration, Sir Hiram 
Maxim mentioned that thoaigh poison 
guns are not supposed to lio used by 
civilized nations, they coii.ld very easily 
hi- made If necessary. Indeed, ho even 
told the writer of a method ijy which 
It would be possible to kill every liv- 
ing creature on a battleship by explod- 
ing a single shell on board. — ^London 
.Mail.

Gardening Pointers 



Among the hardy ferns are vo-rlctlfts 
srcatly differing In slzo ana form, 
irom a hair-Uko creopinf? stem ■bear- 
ing a £ow simple moaslllco loaves, to 
tho vigorous growing plants with largo 
loaves, attaining a height of two or 
three feet. Ferns are interesting and 
extremely beautiful, especially when 
grown as specimen plants or in com- 
bination with other plants. Tho vary- 
ing conditions in which the different 
specimens succeed is remarkable. 
Many of thorn require a warm tempor- 
. atura while others do well in cool and 

Bhady places. 
, . Of the four thousand species of 
,,,':ferns not more than about 40 specl- 
..•'jnens are suited to outdoor culture In 
' ordinary soils and situations. These 
:^I)eolniens can bo planted in beds, bor- 
ders- or rookeries, or in the foreground 
of shrubbery. As most of tliom require 
a somewhat shady place, they are e.s- 
liocially useful for lining in places 
whero grass and other light-loving 
plants cannot grow. Perfect drain- 
age la required. Tho soli .should have 
loaf mould In it, or decayed peat or 
well decayed sod v/ill an.swor. 

Hardy ferns are best planted in the 
spring, "but thoy can lie planted In the 
.?ummer, if the fronds or loaves are 
cut liack, making it easier for the 
plants to establish thomsolvos before 
tho winter sets in. From his Ilorl.st 
the amateur gardener can obtain cut 
tings of varieties most suitable I'o: 
tho soil and climate In his vicinity. In 
tho winter the ferns should bo given 
protection, with a covering of leaves, 
hay or straw. 

Hotbeds 

I To tho amateur gardener a hotbed 
is most useful. In It he can sow seed 
o£ his lettuce, radishes and other 
vegetables, as well as his favorite an- 
nual flowers, long before tho danger of 
frostbite to exposed plants is over 
and when the unexperienced neighbor 
is planting hia seed In tho garden 
proper, the hotbed owner will have 
well established seedlings to set out, 
and will have flowers and vegetables a 
week or more before his neighbor. 

Tho hotlied is nothing but a board 
edged pit in wliicli there is fermenting 
manure 3 or 4 feet wide by u feet In 
length. At night tho glass may be 
covered vv'lth boards or straw mats for 
protection. Tho frame may bo of 1- 
Incli boards, which .should bo a foot 
Wldo at one end and eighteen inches 
Wide at tho other, so as to give tho 
glass a slope enabling the water to 
run off. If thicker boards are used 
the frame v-'ill ba heavier and more 
lasting. 

Horse manure is best for liotbeds. 
It should bo collected a short time be- 
fore using and turned once or twice, 
It should then be stacked from one to 
three feet deep, two feet wider and 
longer than the sash, and the frame 
should then ba set ' on ' the manure. 
Pour or five Inches of soil should then 
bo placed ttislde the frame on the man- 
ure, which should bo well firmed. Tho 
frame may then be covered, '.with the 
glass. The temperature w|thln tho 
frame will rise for a few days and 
then become cooler. When it is about 
90 degrees seeds may be planted or 
young plants set In the bed. " 
I The season for hotbeds varies with 
latitude and purpose. For most pur- 
poses it may best ba made In the lat- 
ter part of February or tho first of 
March. 

' It is sometimes the practice to dig 
a pit and till it with manure so that 
the bottom of the bed la even with the 
top of the ground. There Is danger 
that the pit will be filled with water. 



Too much cannot bo said to cncour 
ago tho planting of liardy shrubs t 
(lecorato homo grounds. CSreat ignor- 
ance prevails concerning tho varieties 
which are most adapted to tho olhnatlc 
conditions of tho oxtromo nothorn part 
of- tho United States. Tho varletlo.-i 
given hereafter are chosen as being 
among tho best for the amateur and 
usually procurable from all nursery 
men. 

The lilac Is early blooming and re- 
mains green In northern latitudes long 
after many other deciduous shrubs 
have shed their' leaves. In May it.-) 
tresses of fragrant blossoms give o 
dence that summer is near. From tho 
common lUao, which should be in every 
garden, there have been produced 
more llian 150 varlotlos, of which the 
foUoNvlng are ot tho lincst: Ludwli 
Spaitli, purple; Dr. Lindlcy, large, pur 
pie; Charlo.^ X., rose color; Tvlarlo I-o 
Gra^-o, white; Kouen, feathery white 
Persian and .Japan tree lilac. 

Bush honeysuckles aro strong, hardy 
shrubs which bloom early and in tho 
autumn have bright red or orange ber- 
ries. Among tho choicest varieties 
may bo mentioned: Grandlflora, plnlc 
ilowers; grandlflora alba, white; 
spelndens, dark rod; Oriental, largo, 
very attractive fruit. 

Splreas are among the most satis- 
factory of all shrub.'^. All season the 
foliage is delicate and the habit of (lio 
shrub is graceful. U is porfoctly hardy 
and easy of culture. A'arietios: Van 
Hnuttoi, white and (luef^n of them 
argula, early dwarf halilt. white; luoa- 
gr.llca, white; lanccolata, wlilto, 
blooms in .Tune; robusia, double flow- 
ers; pai'.ifulata rosea, rose colored; 
golden, yellow foliage, Very effectlvo 
In groups. 

Larkspurs and Delphiniums 

The larkspurs aro useful and peren- 
nial plant.i. The boldness of the 
])lant and the beauty of the llowors 
will always attract attention. Thoy 
;iro effective when planted In beds or 
massed In front of shrubs. In color 
the Ilowers range from palest to deep- 
est blue, and include pink, red and 
white, but rarely yellow. 

Tile culture of larkspur Is very sini- 
l)lo. Thoy will thrive in almost any 
good garden .«oiI and in almost any sit- 
uation. Tile perennial kinds should be 
propag.ated from seed sown early In 
the fall. In the S]>ring young soodllngs 
which have been kept during the v.'ln- 
tor in a cold frame in 2-inch or 3-;.nch 
I)ots, should be available, and should 
be set out two or three feet apart in 
rich saloam, _ln a sunny exposure, Pe- 
rennial larkspurs may also be propa- 
gated by taking up an old plant and 
dividing Its roots. In fact a bed will 
remain In condition longer If the 
plants are dug up iuid replanted every 
three or four years. The roots or 
young seedlings may be obtained from 
most florists. Grandlflorum, hybrld- 
um and formosum are the best varie- 
ties. 

Seeds of tho aimual varieties may be 
sown in beds or borders .In spring or 
fall, preferably tho latter, so germina- 
tion may take place in early spring. 
As the seedlings grow they should 
be transplanted to light, rich soil, 
where they will grow rapidly. Tho 
so-callod annuals aro really hardy bi- 
ennials, but because they bloom the 
first season they are treated as an- 
nuals. Two successive llowor croi).s 
may be had the same season from the 
same plants if the faded flower stem.s 
of the first crop are removed. Among 
the better varieties are ajacis, which 
grows from 14 to 18 Inches high, .and 
has graceful spreading branches; and 
grandlflorum. 



The GoloneFs Plutarch 



I The following Is a translation from 
the French .oC George d'Sspa'fbes. 
Comte PonsOnnard do Vauconsant, 

appointed second lieutenant under the 
command of Col. Prince d'Isembourg 
at tho time Napoleon, wishing to util- 
ize the old nobility, formed two regi- 
ments from tho Drisoners of Au.eterlitz 
was promoted to tho ranlc of major 
for his Eplondld charge at Jena, and In 
1807 at Eylau, where ho had fought 
superbly, like a man who behaved on 
tho battloliold as if ho were in a ten- 
nis court, tho emroror made him Col- 
onel of Dragoon.^ in his Guards. 

He was a tall man, scarred from ear 
to ear, bronzed till ho was the color 
Of bricks, active, passionately fond of 
fine horses, taut so taciturn that one 
would suppose ho had lost his tongue 
or. Imprisoned In the tower of some 
castle, had spent his youth In the com- 
panionship of tho dead. He was heard 
to speak only on days of battle, and 
oven then, from tho moment of dash- 
ing forward amid the smoke on his 
warhorso, ho hurled only one word 
through tho masses of meni "Charge!" 

Tho emperor alone had power to 
move this horinit. When ho and his 
horso had returned from the tumult, 
tho former stained with blood, tho lat- 
ter covered with mud, he said in tho 
presence of tho staff: 

"Ponsonnard seems to bavo chased 
the foQ today." 

"Hunted the pack to the death, your 
majesty!" 

"Well, Monsieur I'Emlgre, do you 
recognize It," said Comte Ponsonnard. 
"but I do not salute It." 

After the battle of ISylau Napoleon 
asked: 

"And what do you love?" 
"My country, slro, which you repre- 
sent — " 

"Provlslon.illy," interrupted the em- 
peror In a sharp tone. "Ahl Monsieur 
de Vauconsant how I value this frank- 
ness, and what a general you would 
make!" 

"The commission," said Ponsonnard 
bluntly. 

"Not ."-o fast! Tho dovll! A general, 
who is a. fri. ud of Comte d'Artols!" 

So Monsieur ile Vauconsant. for 
Wlio.so coiivorsloa tho onu'eror hoped, 
bad remaiTied a colonel. 

This man who -was never licard to 
si)eak (\\-i-iM)t when shot w.as living, 
and who soenied to care for nothing 
except Bword .strokes and lino horses, 
was considered an eccentric fellow, 
.almost a madman. Besides, Monsieur 
de .Vauconsant, though admiring tlioir 
bravery,- despised the ofllcers of tho 
empire — ^Noy, son of the cooper; Soult, 
,son of a peasant; Murat, son of an 
inn-koeper; Lannes, son of a groom. 

Utterly ashamed of tho blustering of 
the iOiiglish, the llttio Kup])er ])arties 
of Louis XVllI, and tho chatter of tlio 
ouilgres, ho had enter( ir llio sei'vice 
and traversed lOui-opo under Nai)f)Ieon'K 
liannor. F.ar from pounlar with lil.i 
comrades, but greatly loV(;d by Napo- 
leon, ho marched to death as directly 
as if ho wore marching toward God. 
Cannon b.alls had never f^oen his back, 
and when ho entered tho eneniy'.i 
ranks ho never changed his place un- 



til his square was mowed down. 

The colonel had one other passion, 
reading. He carried his library with 
him, In a single cover of moderate size, 
placed In one of his saddle holsters, 
while beside the watch fires tho vet- 
erans were talking to the conscripts, 
thoy saw vtho colonel walking alone, 
with his mustache In his book taci- 
turn as ever. 

"Who is that trj'lng to fix something 
In his head like that?" asked tho re- 
cruits. 

'■li-(;'s a man of education and worth 
who hasn't his e<iual in tlie guards for 
routing tho Austrian, and especially 
the Prussian, whom I don't count, for 
a reason."

Fuel for Gas Engines 
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since the pitssage of tho measures 
removing tho internal revenue tax on 
denatured alcohol, little has boon done 
toward bringing this fuel Into tho mar- 
ket as a competitor of gasoline. This 
Is somewhat surprising to many who 
erroneously believed that the price 
was all . that , hindered, ^alcohol from 
taking; the, place v of- gaspirne; but Ho 
motor manufacturers' and others ac- 
quainted with the limitations of alco- 
hol It Is entirely logical. Alcohol, va- 
porized and mixed with air In proper 
proportion to form a completely burn- 
ing gas, burns slowly as compared 
with gasollro vapor. The combustion 
is to show that it will continue 
throughout the power stroke of a mod- 
erate speed motor, and even after the 
exhaust valve has opened tho gas may 
emergo' burning. This means a waisto 
of heat, and heat is energy. Accord- 
ing to a well known authority, Dugald 
Clerk, tho thermal officlbncy o£ a fuel 
that burns throughout the stroke I3 
diminished one-half. 

All automobile motors are relatively 
fast-running machines, and tliough 
tliey may bo made to run on alcohol 
tind develop a fair degree oC power at 
low speeds, at hi.gh sjK.'e.ds a great 
deal of fuel Is wasted, and tho power 
generated is small compared to the 
consumption. To use alcohol advan- 
tageously tho engine speed must bo 
low and tho compression high. Station- 
ary alcohol motors, running at 300 
revolutions per ralnute or less and 
highly compressing the charge, have 
given excellent results, but these are 
not tho conditions In automobile mo- 
tors now built. A slow-running, heavy 
motor Is Impracticable for automobile 
work, and in any ca.so extensive ail- 
terations would entail more troiiide 
and expense than the advantages 
gained by using alcohol w'ould war- 
rant. But though motor cliangCo are 
practically out of the question, modifi- 
cations of the fuel are not, and a new 
method of using tilcohol, developed 
from the Idea of altering the cliarac- 
torlstlcs of alcohol without impairing 
its fuel value, has been devised and 
l-atented Dec. 25, 1900, by F. W. Bar- 
ker and Thomas li. White, of Now 
York. 

Brlefiy, the Barker-White system 
consists in vaporizing alcohol In a car- 
buretor of tho ordinary gasoline typo 
and passing the vapor mixed with the 
proper voluiuo of air, througiT caTcTum 
carbide. Commercial alcohol always 
contains water, usually about 10 per 
cent, which is absorbed by the car- 
bide liberating acotylcno gas, and the 
gas mixes with the alcohol vapor and 
air and Is carried Into the cylinder. 
Acetylene gas and air form a highly 
explosive mixture, which, as experi- 
ments have shown, Is too quick and 
powerful In Its action for internal 
combustion motors, and will slnnd 
very little compression before Igniting 
.spontaneously. These qualities are 
just the opposite of those of alcohol 
vapor. The admixture of a certain 
proportion of acetylene gas, therefore 



tends to counteract the sluggish com- 
bustion of the alcohol and to make it 
more easily ignite;!. By adding sulU- 
clent acetylene, alcohol vapor can bo 
made to burn as rapidly as gasoline 
vapor or even more rajildly up to tho 
limits of safety and desirability. With 
a high porcentago of acetylene the ex- 
plosions become sharp and quick, like 
dynamite, and produce a ringing sound 
that Is characteristic of acetylene ig- 
nited In a gas' engine. Tho quantity 
of acetylene In tho mixture is regulat- 
ed by varying the percentage of water 
In tho tilcohol. Tests have shown that 
IS per cent of water, by volume, is 
suniclont to generate the proportion of 
acetylene gius required to give a ml.x- 
tiu-e aliout ofiual in its effect to gaso- 
iiiie vaijor, indicated by diagrams 
taken wdth a manograph. 

Another ailvantago In this system is 
that llio water In tlic alcohol Is re- 
moved, which, if carried over with tho 
vapor, tends to i)It and corrode tho 
valves and cylinder walls. Tests of the 
new fuel have shown tliat this trou- 
ble Is eliminated. The tests were made 
In New York by Joseph Tracy, who 
In everyday life is a consulting en- 
gineer, but Is better known as a driver 
of racing machines. A single-cylinder 
water-cooled Do Dion engine was 
used, and its outijut absorbed by a 
dynamo feeding iiKandesccnt lamps. 
The alcohol Is llrst sprayed In an or- 
dinary gasoline carbuieler and mixed 
with air in the usual way. This mix- 
ture passes to tlie carbide cylinder, 
having a wire netting for tlie support 
of a layer of m-diiiury lamp carbule. 
Tho sprayed .alcohol and air arc! 
thrown downward on the carbide, and 
linss throuirh to tho supiily pipe, the 
end of which ojieius from tlio carbide 
chamber uiiih-r tho netting. 

The gas fiuaned i.s called by tho In- 
ventors "alkoethiue," and is believed 
to have sonic Interesting characteris- 
tics that h:ive not its yet been worked 
out. Tlio motor can be started cold on 
alkoethine, there being no need to first 
warm up the engine by running on 
gasoline, as with pure alcohol. Owing 
to the volume of air present In the 
carbide chamber the motor would or- 
dinarily have to bo turned by hand a 
number of times before the gas would 
an the space; so that the expedient 
was adopted of throwing a little alco- 
hol and water on tho carbide. The 
gas thus generated being at once tak- 
en into the cylinder, makes starting 
possible with a single turn of the 
crank. 

Exact quantitative tests have not 
been made, so that it Is not possible to 
stale definitely the comparative cost 
of r inlng a motor on algoetlilne; but 
it is estimated that if alcohol wore 
procurable at tho price of gasoline — 
say 2') cents a gallon — a motor would 
run on alkoethine at the came cost as 
gasolino. Carbide cost.? something 
less than 4 cents a pound In lOO-lb. 
lots, but It Increases the fuel value of 
the gas more than enough to offf/st its 
expense. — The Iron Ago.
